In response to general requests by motor- 
owners and those interested in the automobile 
industry, we have decided to publish every 
Friday a special article by our Motoring 
Correspondent dealing with the principal 
features and developments which take place 
from time to time in the industry, with sug- 
gestions. which, he hopes, will contribute to 
the pleasure and safety of motoring in the 
Ffee State, and with the many and varied 
matters of importance and interest which con- 
tinually engage the thoughts of motorists. 

With that end in view, suggestions from 
our readers will be appreciated and con- 
sidered for  jnclusion in his weekly 
contribution. 


PARKING PLACES. 


The want of established parking places ir 
the city for motor cars coming here has 
caused in the past no little annoyance and 
trouble to the owners, not a few of whom 
have had to pay unwelcome visits to the 
Police Courts, simply because no settled plan 
of parking had been established. “It will, 
therefore, be welcome news to the drivers to 
learn that the police authorities have’ just 
adopted what promises to be a most 
satisfactory system of day and night par!:- 
ing. The scheme, in addition, provides 
for not only the parking of the car. 
but for its care and for the property which 
cars usually contain, such as rugs and coats, 
etc., during the absence of the owners while 
transacting business, dining in the city or 
attending a theatre. 

These ‘‘parks,”” numbering over twenty, 
situated in, various convenient parts of the 
city, will be supervised by licensed motor 
attendants who will be directly responsible 
fo the police authorities. Each of the fortv- 
five attendants will wear an armlet which 
will indicate his office, and at each park they 
will direct motorists where to place their 
cars. To the driver coming to the city most 
days of the week, making several calls jn 
different districts and parking his car as many 
times ‘‘ tips” more often than not demanded 
by the volunteer attendant who may be a 
thief or an honest fellow, ar xot 
only a motorist’s worst bugbear, but a 
considerable expense if totalled up at the 
end of the week. This matter of “' tips ” has 
also been provided for in the scheme in a very 
unique way. 

The Association of licensed attendants are 
issuing a monthly badge, which motorists may 
purchase for a sum of six shillings. In return 
for this charge the attendants, when they see 
cars exhibit this badge, make themselves 
responsible for the care of the car and its 
contents while in the park during the absence 
of the owner. ‘Therefore, for an outlay ol 
twopence a day the owner may in confidence 
leave his car and contents in the care of a 
responsible person throughout the day and 
night in any part of the city, the attendants’ 
hours of duty being from 9 a.m. to midnight, 
or as long as cars are in the parks. Such a 
service will be a great boon not only 
to those who drive to their business 
in the city every day, but to those who 
come to theatres, the cinemas, or social 
functions at night. The tickets may be pur- 
chased at the Automobile Association, or 
from the attendants, The money realised by 
the sale will be pooled amongst the

MOTOR _ EXHIBITION. 


During this week an exhibition of the 1929 
Armstrong-Siddeley models, which is attract- 
ing considerable attention, is being held: at 
the Express Auto Company’s showrooms, 2 
Dawson street, and will continue until to- 
morrow. 

The opening ceremony on Monday after- 
noon, at which there was a large gathering, 
who were subsequently entertained to after- 
noon tea, was performed by Mr. Hubert 
Hamilton. K.C., who announced that he had 
purchased his ninth Armstrong-Siddeley car 
that day, and congratulated Mr. J. J. Reddy, 
the distributor of these cars, on his enter- 
prise in holding the exhibition at the opening 
of the season.

minutes, the changing of gear, the horror 
of even exnerienced drivers, being altogether 
cut out. It is fool-proof in operation, as well 
as being perfectly silent, even though the 
driver goes from top to reverse. 

The original model of the gear is on view, 
and its working is explained to visitors. It 
is fitted to cars of 20 h.p. and upwards, and 
a car so fitted has covered 3,500 miles on 
every kind of road in the Free State during 
the last sixteen days, and so far has not 
given any trouble. The cost of this extra is 
£41 10s. Demonstration runs are being given 
each day.

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| HE two volumes under review form an 

interesting contrast. ‘‘The Memoirs 
of Napoleon,” as compiled from his- own 
writings by Herr Kircheisen. contain 
much of what the Emperor had to say 
afterwards, especially during the weary 
days at St. Helena, of his failures and of 
himself; for he never tired of discussing 
his complex nature. M. Merezhkovsky’s 
study, on the other hand, attempts to 
alter the aspect which history has put 
upon the career of Napoleon by disparag- 
ing the “ Judges’’ responsible for that 
verdict. Lying, as it does, among forty 
thousand volumes of praise and ‘blame, 
the verdict is not unanimous and the real 
Napoleon remains still a mystery to most 
of us. We cannot credit his memoirs 
with great sincerity, since they were the 
work of a defeated man sec king to stand 
well with posterity. Nor can the 
Napoleonic legend to which they gave 
rise,be accepted as a satisfactory expla- 
nation of the Napoleonic mystery, as M. 
Léon Bloy accepts it in ‘“‘L’dme de 
Napoléon.” This legend, more, perhaps, 
than many volumes, has helped to distort 
the career of Napoleon, to make him the 
“Unknown Warrior. The Man of 
Destiny, he was rightly described by an 
old Austrian Marshal, after one of the 
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T is very doubtful that popular interest 
in Zola’s writings could be revived 
just precisely at this moment. All the 
literary currents seein to be set against 
such a revival; but interest in an extra- 
ordinary man is permanent. That Emile 
Zola was a remarkable man no one will 
deny who knows anything of his 
chequered life, and he will appear more 
remarkable still when Mr. Matthew 
Josephson’s book has been read. Every 
phase of the varied and strenuous career 
is so well, and so carefully, covered and 
recorded that little should be left for 
future biographers to discover. 

The book ts not by any means easy 
reading. It is a demy-octavo volume, 
bound in heavy covers, containing nearly 
600 pages. It is, therefore, something of 
an afiliction to hold in the hand, so that 
one feels that a lectern should be _ pro- 
vided by the publishers who have so 
dutifully provided so many aids to the 
reviewer. Then, unfortunately, Mr. 
Matthew Josephson himself is not a 
stylist, and he is disposed to claim more 
for his hero than is warranted by the 
facts. Nevertheless, the book is one 
which no person concerned with the 
‘main currents’’ of nineteenth century 
literature can afford to overlook. 
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The Danger Term

out to be very difficult.”” The canonical 
regulation, the admission of the conse- 
crated priests to the reorganised French 
Church, the authority for the sale of 
Church lands, were cspecially the cause 
of sharp debates. However, the Treaty 
was brought to a happy conclusion, Napo- 
leon gaining both power and prestige and 
the Pope the restoration of many of his 
ancient rights. But the Emperor, remem- 
bering the long struggles waged over the 
coronation of his predecessor, Charle- 
magne, a thousand years before, Jaid the 
Crown, for which he had fought so many 
battles, on his own head, while the Pope 
remained a mere spectator of the strange 
event. The quarrel which arose later 
concerned the problem of the temporal 
power of Rome, about which nothing had 
been decided. 

Napoleon affirmed that this uncertainty 
encouraged the Pope to resistance: 
‘Angry at this state of things, which 
had lasted without intermission for five 
years, I decided to order the separation 
of temporal and spiritual powers. I 
could no longer suffer the Pope to be a 
holder of temporal power.’’ Napoleon 
and Pius VII., nevertheless, were per- 
sonally related in friendship, and the 
former affirms that “ this: esteem and 
mutual good-will must be ascribed to 
the signing of the Concordat’ of 
Fontainebleau (1813), through which 
the Pope gave up temporal power.” 
Henceforth, ‘‘Paris was to be the 
metropolis of Christendom, the centre and 
guide of the religious as well as of the 
political world.” The vhole history of the 
Franco-Papal relations at the period of 
Napoleon’s supreme power (1804-13) is 
especially interesting to-day, having 
recard to recent events in Italy. Napoleon, 
the hero of the common people, and, 
according to M. Merezhkovsky, a mytho- 
logical god, worthy to rank with the 
ancient demi-gods, was a deist and a 
strong believer in the value of religion as 
a bond among men in the State. ‘* The 
Christian religion is the national 
rejigion. . . . The State authority 
must, therefore, insist on respect for the 
Christian religion. But would it have 
acted thus if it allowed the appearance of 
a book which assigns to the world a Jonger 
existence than is prescribed in Holy 
Writ?’ This was a very natural question 
to ask sixty years before Darwin's 
‘Origin of Species,” and the answer then 
was invariably ‘* No.”

On the subject of the 
Napoleon continued :— 

“On the other hand, 
ties do not approve of any writings, 
will not draw the same conclusions. What 
would one do, for instance, in the case of 
a work like the ‘Origin of Religions,’ by 
Dupuis? Would the censor allow the book 
to be printed? In the case of an affirma- 
tive the censorship would express itself as 
being opposed to religion. Should it have 
had the power of preventing the printing ? 
That would have been dangerous. But the 
difficulty would have been much greater 
still if the censor were obliged to give a 
pronouncement on nice questions of 
morals. I agree with a ‘ensorship which 
is the decision of a voluntary court against 
whose judgments a a man may lodge a com- 
plaint in the Council of State in accord- 
ance with the usual procedure.”’ 

Herr “ircheisen’s book is a disconnected 
assortment ‘of Napoleon’s opinions on 
questions such as those quoted above; it 
also contains his apoloyia for his failures, 
which he generally Jaid at the doors of his 
subordinates. 

M. Merezhkovsky accepts with perfect 
faith the legend founded on the subliine 
‘‘ Napoleonic Plan,” given to the world by 
Count Las Cases after the Emperor’s 
death. Perhaps, Napoleon hoped to attain 
to a universal state of peace through his 
mastery of the world. But he fell into 
the error of dynastic security while his 
own armies were arousing in Spain, in 
Germany, and in ~ ussia that spirit of 
national enthusiasm which was destined to 
recall him rudely to the fact that the 
revolution had undermined Europe as well 
as France. That ‘‘urge’’ for universality. 
ever present in human history from the 
remotest ages, finds in Napoleon’. career 
its last great driving-force, according to 
the theory presented b;. this Russian 
novelist. “The las incarnation’ of 
universality was not the revolution, not 
chaos, but its domination—Napoleon ;’” 
It was Napoleon's civil code and the 
memory of his system of order and 
equality that enabled Western Europe to 
survive the shocks of revolution which 
circled the world after the earthquake of 
the last Great War. This is a well. 
written book, supported with many apt 
uotations from Napoleon’s writings and 
rom the works of those who have 
attempted to define the nature of his in- 
comparable genius. B.W.L.

A WAR CORRESPONDENT.

HE Great War robbed the life of a 
war correspondent of much of its 
interest and all its romance. He was only 
allowed to see just as much as it was 
thought good for him to see, and he had to 
do his best to provide rews for his paper 
out of the meaure information served out 
to him from official sources. 

Colonel Lionel James must be one of the 
last survivors of the old school of war 
correspondents—men of the type of George 
W. Steevens, or to delve further into the 
past, such victuresque figures as Frederic 


Villiers or Melton Prior—men who went } 


everywhere, saw everything, and who could 
bring off a really big journalistic coup by 
the exercise of tact, courage and initia- 
tive. 

In his book, “ High Pressure,’’. Colonel 
James tells us about his experiences, first 
as representative of Reuter on the North- 
West Frontier, and witn Kitchener to 
Khartoum, and then of The Times in the 
South African and Russo Japanese wars. 
It all makes a very exciting story of ad. 
venture, and in the course of his duties 
he was brought into personal touch with 
many famous soldieis. 

In those days a war correspondent had 
to be a soldier at heart, Colonel 
James, although he started life as a 
bankrupt indigo planter in Bengal, clearly 
loved the life from the first, and he was 
persona grata with the British Army 
wherever he went, to the great benefit of 
his paper. 

Perhaps, the most interesting chapters 
of the book are “hose dealing with the 
Russo-Japanese War, when he was the first 
correspondent to make use of “ wireless ”' 
to get his despatches through. For some 
thrilling weeks he cruised in the vicinity 
of Port Arthur on board a specially 
chartered steamer equipped with a trans- 
initting set, and ha had his receiving 
station at Wei-Hai-Wei. Colonel James 
has led a very full and varied life. 
Incidentally he commanded a cavalry 
regiment during the most critical stages of 
the Great War.

The trial was concluded, after four days, 
of John Joseph Cox (32), who was charged 
with the murder of Jacob Kunz, a German 
foreman, at Parteen, County Clare, on 
December 21 last. 

Aiter au absence of about two and a half 
hours, the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty,” with a strong recommendation to 
mercy. 

Sentence of death was passed, and an appli- 
cation for a certificate for leave to appeas 
was refused. 

Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. Mr. J. d. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. Thomas 
Attwell) defended. 

In summing up, the Judge said that Mr. 
Carrigan, in the course of his address, sug- 
gested that Mr. Kavanagh had abandoned 
the defence that he had beep-making to this 
charge. The defence which was made was 
that the prisoner was not at the place at 
all; that he went north that night instead 
of south, and that he never attacked Kunz. 
That defence was still relied on, and the 
jury must not assume that because another 
alternative was put before them the 
defence had been abandoned. It was sug- 
gested by Mr. Kavanagh that Cox could not 
possibly have conceived the idea of going out 
trom Limerick for the pur of attacking 
and robbing Kunz. If Cox was the man 
who attacked Kunz, it was quite possible 
that he did not conceive that idea when 
he was leaving Lifherick thgt day. 

THE PROSECUTION. 

He did not think that it was necessary for 
the prosecution to prove that Cox nde up 
his mind some considerable time previously 
to attack and rob Kunz, If the jury came 
to the conclusion that Cox went south that 
day after leaving Deitnich’s office and that 
he met Kunz, and that he there and then 
conceived the idea that he would attack and 
rob him, that. was quite sufficient for the 
purposes of the prosecution. If they came 
to the conclusion that he did attack Kunz, 
the my were bound to find a verdict of 
murder, 

Mr. Kavanagh introduced a topic that 
rather startled his lordship. Mr. Kavanagh 
referred to the prisoner's career as a soldier, 
and he made some reference to the 
nationality of Kunz. No doubt, the way In 
which he dealt with that topic was shrouded 
in ambiguous language, and his lordship 
thought that it was a matter which should 
be dismissed entirely from the minds of the 
jury. It was a very dangerous consideration 
for them to take into account. Kunz, no 
doubt, was a German. He came to this 
country and sought the hospitality of our 
shores. He was as much entitled to the pro- 
tection of the Jaw as a citizen of this 
country. 

The Judge did not think that it was 
necessary to deal at any great length with 


A DUBLIN FIRE. 
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UMPIRE’S AWARD. 


(BEFORE MAR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.’ 

In the matter of an arbitration between 
Esther Shaper, trading as Lawrence, of 359 
Henry street, Dublin, jeweller, and the 
Urban Fire Insurance Co., Ltd., 

Mr. Denis Johnston (instructed by Mr. 5. 
G. Rutherford), on behalf of Esther Shaper, 
applied for an order to make an award made 
by Mr. John M. Fitggerald, K.C., as umpire, 
a rule of Court. It appeared from the award 
that on the 24th January, 1928, Esther 
Shaper effected with the Urban Fire In. 
gurance Co., Lid., having their registered 
office at 26 Brown street, Manchester, a 
policy of insurance against fire for the sum 
of 5,000 on the stock-in-trade, movable 
utensils and goods, and the fittings of the 
premises, 39 Henry street. On the 28th 
April, 1928, a fire occurred on the premises, 
and a claim was made against the company 
by the insured for her loss and damage by. 
or in consequence of, the fire. Differences 
arose between the parties as to the liability 
of the company under the policy, and the 
insured appointed Mr, S. Samuels as her 
arbitrator, and the company appointed Mr. 
George W. Thornley as their arbitrator. The 
arbitrators having failed to agree to an 
umpire, the Court appointed Mr. Fitzgerald 
‘the arbitrators were unable to agree as to 
an award, and Mr. Fitzgerald, having m.- 
vestigated the claim, held that the insured 
was entitled to recover’ £450 in respect of 
her claim against the company under the 
policy, on the basis that the entire salvage 
of the injured chattels was to remain her 
property, and he directed the company to 
pay her the sum of £450.

The prisoner remained quite calm, and 
without displaying any sign of emotion he 
walked unassisted from the dock.

Mr. Kavanagh asked for a certificate for 
leave ta appeal on the grounds that certain 
evidence to which he objected was admitted 
hy his lordship: that the jurv were not 
directed in law as to the difference hetween 
manslaughter and murder, and that the jurv 
having asked the difference between man- 
slaughter and murder, and wishing to draw 
an inference, they were not directed. 

The application was refused. 

In reply to Mr. Kavanagh, the Judge said 
that he would ceriainly forward the jury’s 
recommendation to the proper quarter, 

The members of the jury were exempt from 
further service for two vears.

He thought that the 
law of negligence applicable in this case was 
the same law of negligence which applied in 
the multitudinous and diverse facets which 
arose every day for consideration in the 
Courts; that was to say, that there was an 
obligation on the defendant in such a case as 
the present to use reasonable care to see that 
no person, be he adult or child, was mjured 
through the management or conduct of any 
vehicle under his control. On the evidence, as 
he read it, he came to the same conclusion 
as the Ciremt Court Judge, that there was 
mo negligence established on the part of the 
defendant which would render him liable io 
damages, and in his opinion the decision of 
the Circuit Court Judge should be affirmed 
and the appeal dismissed. 

Mr. Justice Hanna agreed with the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Sullivan. : 

The decision of the Cireuit Court Judce 
accordingly was aftirmed, and the appeal dis 
missed with costs. 

The Court refused an application of Mr. 
Maguire for a certificate to enable him to 
appeal to the Supreme Court.

THE EARL OF BALFOUR’S 
STATEMENT. 

The need for more radium to fight the 
dread disease of cancer is put forward by 
the Earl of Balfour, as Lord President of 
the Council, in the report of the Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council for Medical 
Research for 1927-1928. It has become 
obvious, he says, that the present supply 
of radium is wholly insufficient, having 
regard to the known incidence of cancer in 
its various forms. In view of the results 
already achieved, and the high probability 
that these are only the beginning of stil] 
further gains, the claims of the people for 
an increased supply of radium become 
paramount. 

The report states tlat, in 1920, the 
Government entrusted the Council with 
about two and a half grammes of radium

What has failed has not been sanatorium 
treatment, but the provision.of after treat- 
ment. This statement with reference to 
the treatment of tuberculosis was made at 
the annual meeting of the Royal National 
Hospital for Consumption for Ireland in 
Dublin yesterday by Dr. T. G. Moorhead, 
F.R.C.P.1. - 

Dr. Moorhead had remarked that, follow- 
ing the discussion on the subject at the meet- 
ing of the Royal Institute of Public Health 
in Dublin last August, many had erroneously 
concluded that sanatoria had completely 
failed and should no longer be supported. 
He was concerned, therefore, to emphasise 
the fact that sanatoria still constituted the 
first line of defence in dealing with existing 
disease. 

lt has been estimated, he said, that there 
are eighteen thousand fewer sufferers from 
pulmonary tuberculosis in the Free State to- 
day than there were in the year 1912; and, 
in the accomplishment of this, sanatoria have 
certainly played a part. 


WHERE THE SYSTEM FAILS. 


Nevertheless, he. continued, it must be 
admitted that most of the cases that leave 
the sanatorium do not leave it cured. As 
Varrier Jones said, severity‘five per cent of 
all admissions can not be completely cured. 
The duty of a sanatorium, indeed, is to re- 
store. patients to a fair state of health, and it 
can be confidently claimed that if the in- 
proved cases could only remain as well as 
at the time of leaving the sagatorium they 
would be able to carry on for many years, 
and would be of little risk to others. 

It is at this point that our present system 
fails. No alter-treatment, or very little, 
has so far been provided. There 1s 
no adequate supply of health 
or of district nurses to visit patients 
in their homes, and to advise and help; and, 
above all, there is no tuberculosis colony such 
as has been established so successfully at 
Papworth and elsewhere in Great Britain. 

The public should clearly understand that 
a colony alone will not solve the problem, 
any more than sanatoria have solved it. The 
colony is only of use for patients who have 
been already brought back to health by the 
i When this has been accomplished 
the colony affords opportunities of maintain- 
ing health on an economic basis.

A GREAT deal more about fortunes in 
Chancery is heard nowadays than of 
the huge sums lying in the banks, which 
are growing ever larger. Now an effort is 
once again being made to call parlia- 
mentary attention to the subject of 
unclaimed dividends, and to obtain an 
official statement as to their total amount. 
This is a secret which the banks will not 
disclose. All that we may know for 
certain is that the total runs into 
inillions. 

The possibilities latent in this enormous 
secret hoard are actually far more 
romantic than those of the better-known 
und more frequently advertised fortunes 
In Chancery. At least, there are 
exhaustive official lists of names showing 
persons who may be entitled to estates in 
Chancery. Should we bear a name 
corresponding to any in these lists, we can, 
if we choose, dream of r‘ches and take 
legal steps to secure our rights. Anyone, 
for all that he, or she, knows, may have 
an interest in the hoard’ of unclaimed 
dividends; but the great business is so 
secret that there is no means of finding 
out. 


LITIGATION THROUGH SPECTACLES. 


Certainly, unclaimed dividends have 
ficured very prominently in some of the 
most fortunes = whieh have 
attracted claiinants. Of the Booth estate 
it was said thal no Jess than £80,000 was 
represented by unclaimed dividends. 
John Booth Jeft England rather more 
than a hundred years ago and was frozen 
to death in Canada. Sixty years later 
claimants to his huge fortune were stil] 
coming forward. Booths in Holland, 
America and England have tried to 
share in the wealth. A Justice of the 
Peace in Jersey managed to establish a 
claim to a small portion, but there is no 
evidence that the unclaimed dividends 
have ever been touched. 

By far the most romantic story relates 
to the notorious Jennens millions, which 
still remain a subject of litigation. 
Fresh claimants to this mysterious fortune 
are constantly appearing, 
little hope of any succeeding.

UNLUCKY CLAIMANTS. 


There is no doubt that the balances and 
unclaimed dividends at the banks are 
included in their secret hoards, but the 
claimants who c ntinue to appear are 
never likely to share in this portion of 
the vast estate, however valid their title 
to be descendants of the midland 
millionaire might be. How — such 
unclaimed dividends can grow’ was 
illustrated when a successful claim was 
made to a portion of the estate of 
Willian Brydyes, a barrister. A book 
secording the allotment of £100 worth of 
stock was burnt in the vreat fire at the 
Nioval Exchange, and the owner had 
never afterwards applied for the dividends. 
They had accumulated for 103 years when 
a successful! claim was made in the 
(ourts, and it was then stated that the 
hyndred pounds had become nearly four 
thousand. 

Another reason why dividends may go 
unclaimed is that investors, for personal 
reasons, may have accounts in assumed 
names. Therefore, when they die, 
relatives and executors may know nothing 
about these secret balances. In one 
mustance a man had a: account in the 
curious name of ‘King Napoleon 
Pepper.”? The: widow subsequently dis- 
covered records of the investment, but 
none bearing the name which her late 
husband had assumed. In this instance 
the bank paid out the money after the 
Courts had decided that K. N. Pepper 
and Cayenne Pepper and King Napoleon 
Pepper were one and the same 
depositor. 


REASON FOR SECRECY. 


Such eccentricities as these of Jennens 
and Pepper partly account for the close 
secrecy observed by the banks regarding 
unclaimed balances and deposits in their 
possession. They naturally realise that 
to publish names, as has been done with 
fortunes in Chancery, would simply 
provoke floods of claimants and endless 
litigation. All those who might imagine 
that they are entitled to slLares in big 
fortunes would do well to bear in mind 
that times have altered. If they succeeded 
they might obtain portions of real estates. 

This is the hope of the many persons 
now fighting for the reputed Angell riches. 
They would not be able to touch the 
unclaimed dividends. Since 1921 the law 
ly - provided that al] dividends unclaimed 
after five vears sha’! be transferred to the 
National Debt. This does not necessarily 
mean that the money is lost, but it 
further increases the difficulty of tracing 
the secret hoards, and claimants would 
have to establish very clear proof in order 
to get this portion of any dormant 
estate. :

Postal Services. 


I had a chat in the Dail yesterday with 
my friend, Mr. J. J. Cole, the Indepen- 
dent member for Cavan, who is one of 
the most regular attenders in the House, 
and whose solicitude for the interests of 
his constituents is unfailing. He has a 
serious complaint against the Ministry for 
Posts and Telegraphs, which certainly 
seems to be pushing economy to extremes 
in the fural areas. In the case of certain 
districts in County Cavan, for example— 
one of which includes the See House of 
the Bishop of Kilmore—postal deliveries 
will be restricted to three days every 
week as from April 1st. Formerly there 
were two deliveries and two despatches 
per day. Now they have been reduced to 
one per day, and henceforward letters 
will be delivered only every second day. 

In the case of persons like the Bishop 
of Kilmore, wha have heavy post bags, 
very grave inconvenience, as well as addi- 
tional expense, will be caused by this 
change. At present, Mr. Cole tells me, 
the Bishop complains that letters posted 
in Dublin in the évening do not reach 
him until two days afterwards, while 
those letters which he posts in time for 
his single daily despatch do not reach the 
majority of his clergy for forty-eight 
hours. This grievance in County Cavan 
is ageravated by the fact that ‘ across 
the hedge,” as they sav on the border, an 
excellent service is supplied, and, further- 
more, the cost of a letter is only three- 
halfpence, with a probable reduction to a 
penny in the near future. I know that 
Mr. Heffernan has a difficult furrow to 
plough ; but I hope that he will give heed 
to the complaint of a member who is so 
reasonable and trustworthy as Mr. Cole.

The superb Barberine vase—known as 
the Portland Vase—the history and 
description of which appeared in the 
Irish Times recently, is referred to at 
length in a work, ‘‘ Nouveau Voyage 
D'Italie,”” published in 1702, which 
contains three excellent copperplate 
illustrations of the famous relic o 
Ancient Grecian Art. A copy of the book 
in my possession bears the autograph and 
book-plate of Edward Mangin, who was 
more widely known as the author of ‘‘ An 
Essay on Light Reading’’ (1808), and 
the authenticator of the birth-place of 
Oliver Goldsmith. According to a tradi- 
tion quoted by the author of ‘‘ Nouveau 
Voyage,’”’. the ornamental reliefs around 
the vase represent the legendary amours 
of Jupiter with Olympias, mother of 
Aiexander the Great. The base of the 
vase bears a head and shoulders figure 
in medallion form as illustrated.

A Dalkey Dream, 


Some incidents in the history of Dalkey 
have been mentioned in the “' Diary,” 
but one of the most curious occurred 
about the year 1834, when a quarryman’s 
daughter named Etty Scott dreamed that 
she saw a hoard of Danish gold buried 
under the ‘‘ Long Rock," on the sea 
shore. Great excitement was caused in 
Dalkey by this announcement; thirty-six 
men were persuaded to leave their work 
to dig for the treasure; hallads were 
written and sung about this local Joan 
of Arc. Hundreds of people came from 
Dublin to see the excavations going on by 
torchlight, while on a rock above sat 
Ettv Scott, a game-cock in one hand and 
a black-hafted knife in the other, ready 
to shed the bird’s blood when certain 
evil spirits were released from the rock. 
After a whtle the workers found their 
efforts tu discover gold unavailing, and 
finally the myth was exploded in a 
forcible way by some students. 


4 Vain Search. 


They captured several cats, smeared 
their bodies with phosphorus, and tied 
long strings, at the ends of which were 
sponges soaked in spirits of wine, to their 
tails. They then brought them in bays, 
bv boat, to the seaward side of the “Long 
Rock,’’ and released them, at night, 
amongst the gold-seekers, having set 
alight the sponges. These horrible appa- 
ritions and the dreadful cries they 
cmitted struck terror into the super- 
stitious hearts of the workmen, and they 
fled from the scene, but the bystanders 
quickly realised the joke, and ridicule 
made an end of the dreams of Etty Scott, 
who diéd not long afterwards. Fortu- 
nately for the men who had abandoned 
their occupations to work for her, the 
valu of land in Dalkey suddenly boomed, 
and as they had acquired portions of the 
shore for next to nothing, they were able 
to sell at a good profit. 


New Zealand Flax. 


The advent of Irish Week, and the in- 
creased demand for home-mantfactured 
goods, remind me of the attempt of the 
late Lord Powerscourt to grow New 
Zealand flax as a “' business proposition ”’ 
ou his delightful demesne. 

This flax is a slow grower, and its long, 
leathery leaves often attain a length of 
six feet. In its native country the leaves 
are used for making coarse clothing and 
ropes. 

[ord Powerscourt was very proud of his 
flax which flourished on the estate, and 
once told a friend of mine that he hoped 
to have a suit made from its leaves.

Mention of James Joyce in the Dail a 
few days ago reminds me that that writer 
is a poet of some note as well as a 
novelist. It is his novels, of course, that 
have aroused more controversy than those 
of any of his Dublin contemporaries, or, 
indeed, of any Irish literary man. To 
most of his readers, but not to those who 
met him in Dublin, it will be news that 
he was a vocalist, too, and had a good 
tenor voice. At one time he gave promise 
of making a reputation on the concert 
platform, but literature has given him a 
fame which he could never have won as a 
professional singer. 

A friend tells me that a certain Dublin 
musician of his acquaintance has a very 
interesting programme o. a Dublin concert 
at which Joyce figured in the premier 
réle twenty or <hirty years ago. 

“The names of the singers,” says my 
friend, ‘‘ appear on the programme in the 
order of their then importance, thus; 

“1. Mr. James A. Joyce. 

“2. Mr. John McCormack.”’ 

The last, of course, is now first in the 
musical world, and he was n.uch amused 
when he learned of the existence of this 
copy of the programme. But its owner 
declined to part with so precious a relic of 
the Dublin of yesterday. 

Joyce, too, tried bis hand at running 
Dublin’s first cinema, the Volt:, but it 
is evident now that neither music nor the

Varying accounts have been 
breaking of the Dortland 
Vase in 1845, and 1 find yet anotlrr in 
the handwriting of Kdwaid Mangin on 
a page that he inserted in the volume 
referred to above; he wrote:‘'... the 
Noble Duke’s patriotic act (in Jendinyg 
the treasure to fhe British AMuseunr) has 
been thus yrecompensed: at near four 
o'clock in the afternoon of Friday, 
February 7th, 1845, a young ruffian from 
Dublin, who remained in the Vase-room 
alone, while many persons were in the 
next apartment, suddenly—and with a 
stone provided for the occasion—first 
smashed the glass case, and then the 
inestimable relic, into minute fragments.

The noise alarming the company and the 
yuardians, they rushed towards the scene 
of thedestruction and seized the despicable 
barbarian . . . the stupid savage confessed 
his crime for which he would not or could 
not assign any motive, and refused to 
declare his name or condition. He is 
raid to be a student from the Dublin 
University.” A Jater e y by Mangin 
says:—‘‘ Tl.o newspapers have recently 
stated that an ingenious artist, having 
collected the fragments, has restored the 
splendid vase nearly to its original 
condition.” But he added the mark “1” 


Ghe Punishment. 


Edward Mangin was grieved because 
the laws of that time were ‘‘ contemp- 
tively defective’ as “they d:! not 
possess the power of inflicting any 
punishment by which property is secured 
or satisfaction obtained for injury to 
property or to feelings—some few cases 
of marder excepted. In the above 
instance of enormity, the representatives 
of the parties aggrieved could not impose 
more than a fine of £3 on the perpetrator 
of the evil act as his punishment. The 
paltry sum was speedily discharged by a 
friend of his (who should have been made 
known) and now the mischevious wretch 
walks abroad at least as much at his 
ease as any useful and upright member 
of the community.”’ 


What's in a Name ? 


According to the dictionary, a cottage 
is a rural habitation, and 1 have always 
thought of it as such. However, it seems 
that we are not all of the same mind, 
because, as I passed aloig Baggot street 
the other day, I discovered a little house 
that is described by its owners as a 
cottage. Hanging on the wall there was 
a notice that aroused my curiosity, and 
on looking around, I found down Rogers’ 
lane an ancient little habitation which 
looks like a doll’s house compared with the 
tall buildings in Baggot street. 

The cottage is a quaint three storey 
building containing three rooms, each of 
which are har ‘ly more than about ten 
feet square. The ground-floor room is 
reached by two steps direct from the lane, 
and there is a narrow twisted stair 
leading to the upper storeys.

The customary issue of shamrock to the 
troops on St. Patrick’s Day brings back 
memories of the Boer War, when the 
practice was first authorised in the British 
Army. On the 14th March, 1900, Lord 
Wolseley issued the following telegram, 
received from the Commander-in-Chief, in 
the Natal Army Orders :— 

“ Her Majesty the Queen is pleased to 
order that in future on St. Patrick’s Day 
all ranks in Her Majesty’s brish regi- 
ments shall wear as a distinction a sprig 
of shamrock in their head-dress to com- 
memorate the gallantry of her Irish 
soldiers during the recent battles in South 
Africa.”’ 

The 2nd Battalion of the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers were on duty under Surprise 
Hill, near Ladysmith, on St. Patrick’s 
Day, and as shamrock was unobtainable, 
every man wore a piece of green, and the 
tents were decorated with green boughs. 

The Dublins and other Southern Irish 
regiments have now, alas! passed into 
history, but the privilege which they 
gained through their bravery will be up- 
held by the other Irish regiments in the 
Army on the National Festival. 


D.U., Choral Socicty. 


I see that this afternoon the University 
of Dublin Choral Society is viving the 
second concert of the season. For near] 
i hundred years the Socicty has been 
performing sacred music in Dublin, and 
have frequently had the distinction of 
being the first to perform new works in 
Ireland. They give three concerts in the 
year, of which the first two are always 
sacred and held in the afternoon. The 
third is at night, and is called the ladies’ 
concert, because on that occasion the rule 
forbidding women within the gates of the 
University after 6 p.m. is relaxed.

In its 
present condition it is hardly calculated 
to give a_ satisfactory impresson of what 
the country provides for the holiday-maker 
who will not be encouraged to risk 
excursions beyond the city by rail, if the 
railways are to be judged by the depress. 
ing aspect of Westland row. It is true, 
of course, that the tourist does not stay in 
the railway station any longer than is 
possible; but, on the other hand, it is a 
poor start to a holiday to arrive in a cheer- 
less building. 


A Forlorn Locality. 


Some time ago the railway company 
commenced the demolition of the 
abandoned sheds at what was formerly the 
Grand Canal Works, but for some reason 
or another the work was discontinued, and 
passengers on the Kingstown line have 
daily been treated to a bit of Irish scenery 
that is certainly not uplifting. The rusty 
ironwork and tottering walls of these 
ruined buildings lend a most forlorn 
aspect to the approach to Westland row 
Station, and are by no means a credit to 
those responsible for the appearance of the 
place. 


Rowing at Island Bridge. 


The Hilary Term rdtes at Island Bridge 
last week possessed a special interest, 
inasmuch as they provided the first real 
try-out for the Dublin University Boat 
Club crews since the club decided to 
adopt the Fairbairn rowing theories. 
Throughout Michaelmas and Hilary train- 
ing the coaching followed these lines, and 
very fairly successfully, judged by the 
racing for both the Millar and Craig- 
Davidson Cups. 

The Freshmen have picked up the 
theories wonderfully well, as was shown 
by their general watermanship; but the 
seniors have not made the same advance.

“TI give and bequeath my Bible to the Church‘ 
in order that it may get some Christianity; my 
hammer to freedom to knock off her shackles, 
and my alarm clock to the police of Minneapolis.” 

( Will of the late Rev. G. L. Morrell, Evangelist.) 


HE recurring litigation in connection 
with the construction and interpreta- 
tion of last wills and testaments arouses 
an ever-increasing interest in these 
documents; indeed, with the exception of 
diaries and autobiographies no other docu- 
ments of a purely personal nature help 
so much as old wills to satisfy human 
curiosity regarding bygone times. They 
threw light on social conditions of the 
pest, take us, as it were, into the very 
horres of out ancestors, and afford niuch 
insig':+ as to what was the ordinary life 
of the occupants at the time. Thus 
Shakespeare, by the devises in his will 
whereby he bequeathed his clothes to his 
sister and his second-best bed to his wife, 
he]ps us to realise him as the head of a 
household who naturally looked to a 
proper disposal of his worldly goods—the 
reverse of our usual conception of the poet 
and playwright striking the stars with 
his sublime head. 

In some eighteenth century wills which 
escaped recente alamities in Dublin much 
of interest, affecting both men and 
manners of the period, is to be found. 

In the following extract the unusual 
name of the testatrix, coupled with that of 
the district in which some of her property 
was situate, shouid evoke a certain deyvree 
of curiosity for the last will and testament 
(1750) of Mary Virgin, widow. By it she 
bequeathed ‘‘a house in the ward and 
parish of the Blessed Virgin Mary “ to the 
Mayor of Limerick, rings to a larze 
number of friends, and the rent of a 
house for the purpose of buying bread 
“to be distributed to the poor at 
Christmas and Whit.’ It is, perhaps, 
the meticulousness of the directions for 
carrying out her obsequies that gives most 
interest to her will—‘‘ I shall be buried 
in St. Mary’s Church in an oak coffin, 
well lined, to be carried by six bearers, 
with eight women to walk before me in 
Black Gorge Gowns, white cloth hoods, 
white aprons, black gloves of good leather, 
with an English half-crown to be paid 
to each of the said women in their 
pockets.” Though the arrangement would 
seem to partake of the nature of a 
modern Ku Klux Klan procession, it is 
nevertheless to be hoped that the weather 
on the day of the funeral wa: propitious 
and that the ceremony was carried 
throuzh in entire accord with the wishes 
of the yood lady. 


CARTON. 


In the year 1731 the Right Hon. Henry 
Ingoldsby, of Carton, County Kildare, 
M.P. for the City of Limerick, by will 
bequeathed to ‘‘his dear wife Catherine 
the gold repeating watch usually worn by 
her, the gold snuff box in which is my 
picture, and a diamond ring which she 
wears with my hair in it.” In addition 
she is to have “ the use of my dwelling- 
house and of all the furniture belonging 
thereto, together with the linen usually 
made use of therein, in Mary street.” On 
the very day when it was made this last 
bequest was revoked by a codicil directing 
the sale of the house. 

The premises thus dealt with were 
erected about 1695 by one Paul Barry, 
who sold them to his brother James (1701). 
by whom they were again sold to Henry 
Ingoldsby (1712). Later they passed into 
possession of the Paving Board, and they 
now form the offices and workshops of 
Messrs. Bewley and Draper, mineral] water 
manufacturers. Carton, the then country 
residence of the testator, had been 
forfeited (1691) to the Crown on the 
attainder of the Duke of Tyrconnell, and 
being put up for auction (1703), was 
secured by General Richard Ingoldsby for 
£1,860. In 1739 Carton was repurchased 
by Robert, nineteenth Earl of Kildare, 
for £3,000, since when it has formed the 
family seat of the Dukes of Leinster. To 
Earl Robert is also due the erection of 
Leinster House. 

General Ingoldsby, referred to above, 
filled some very important offices during 
his occupancy of the Mary street house. 
He was some time Commander of the 
Forces in Ireland, and acted as one of the 
Lords Justices during the prolonged 
absences of the Lord Lieutenant. He 
fought under Marlborough at the Battle 
of Blenheim, where he led his men into 
action. An uncle of the General appears 
as a signatory to the warrant for the 
execution of Charles I. On_ being 
challenged with this delinquency sub- 
sequent to the return of Charles II., 
“with many tears he _ professed his 
repentance for that murther, and told a 
false tale how Cromwell held his hand 
and forced him to subscribe the sentence.”’ 


A TRAGIC STORY. 


“To my daughter Dorothea, now wife, 
or reputed wife, of one Dubois, a Fidler, 
one shilling, and no more.” So runs an 
excerpt from the will (1759) of Richard 
Earl of Anglesey (an extinct creation). 
The story connected with this bequest is 
somewhat tragic. Seven years previously 
Lady Dorothea Annesley had been 
regularly and happily married to Peter 
Dubois of Cork, musician, and the 
settlement shows the Earl to have sanc- 
tioned the union by fixing the young 
bride’s fortune as a charge of £10,000 on 
the Anglesey estates. Later, becoming 
infatuated with a lady of his acquaint- 
ance, the Earl repudiated his daughter, 
as well as her mother, and excluded them 
from any benefit from the family 
property. As personal appeal to his 
better nature failed, an unsuccessful law- 
suit followed, in which the unfortunate 
ladies lost most of their worldly 
possessions, and were compelled to live the 
rest of their lives in very straitened 
circumstances. Lady Dorothea, who may 
still be remembered in the realm of 
literature as authoress of ‘‘ Poems by a 
Lady of Quality’? and “The Lady's 
Polite Secretary,” met a sudden and 
untimely death in Grafton street (1774). 
The Earl, her father, is remembered as 
the central figure in the historic 
‘Anglesey Peerage Kidnapping Case ’’— 
the features of which are said to have 
inspired the ideas underlying the plots 
of Scott’s ‘‘Guy Mannering’”’ and Charles 
Reade’s ‘‘ Wandering Heir.’’ 


CAREFUL OF BOOKS. 


__ Theophilus, first Baron Newtown Butler, 
if judged by the contents of his last will 
(1721), would seem to have been of a 
thoughtful, methodical and careful 
disposition. By the document he gave 
‘to every member of my club in Dublin, 
a gold ring each; to my brother my kaine 
with a gold head, and my seal in a gold 
carriage. .. Tothe Minister of St. Anne’s, 
Dublin, £13 per annum for the purpose of 
baying bread, to be had in good Joaves 
and distributed amongst the poor every 
Sabbath Day et the Parish Church afore- 
ssid.’’ That the forgetful book-borrower 
of that time differed in no wise from his 
lineal descendant of the present day may 
be gathered from a further provision in 
the will of the noble Baron :—‘‘ That the 
books now in my study be carefully 
preserved and not lent to any person 
whatsoever, but those of my family may 
at convenient times of the day have 
).berty to use books in my study only, 
replacing such books again regularly.”

Lord Craigavon's Hurried Visit to London: - 
Changes in the Land Bill : Preparing 
for the General Election. 


FROM A SPECIAL 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
RRANGEMENTS have been made to 
bring the guillotine into operation, 
if necessary, in connection with the new 
Redistribution Bill in the Northern House 
of Commons. A _ time-table has been 
drawn up in which five days are to be 
given to the committee stage, one day to 
the report stage, and another to the third 
reading. This has been done as it 1s 
feared that there will be protracted 
debates, and, if the proceedings on the 
various clauses have not concluded at the 
appointed times, the discussions will be 
abruptly terminated, irrespective of the 
wishes of the Opposition. To the Nation- 
alists particularly this decision to restrict 
their oratory is very distasteful, especially 
in view of the importance of the measure ; 
but, after all, no arguments advanced by 
any section of the Opposition would a'ter 
in the slightest degree the ultimate fate 
of the bill. The Government has deter- 
mined to place it on the Statute Book, and 
placed there it will be. 

Short sessions and long holidays find 
favour in the Northern Parliament, and 
there is sharp criticism in many quarters 
at the business of the State being rushed 
after a long spell of idleness. Even the 
Speaker of the House of Commons com- 
mented recently on the ‘‘ vagaries of the 
Ulster Parliament” in breaking the 
custom by sitting on a Friday. The 
Nationalists still contend that the Govern- 
ment is exceeding its powers in abolishing 
proportional representation, and are in- 
sistent in their charges of “ gerry- 
mandering’’ the constituencies, pointing 
out tuat the Nationalists can be defeated 
even in areas where they command a 
majority of the population. Certainly 
the carving out of the new single-member 
constituencies, as shown in the official 
map, gives cause for wonder. They are 
of strange shapes and various sizes, and 
umbrage has been taken specially at South 
Fermanagh, which consists of a long 
narrow strip along the edge of the county. 


THE PREMIER’S RUSH. 


The hurried visit of the Prime Minister 
to London in connection with the Northern 
Ireland Land Bill has caused much 
interest throughout the province. Quite 
recently the leaders of the unbought 
tenants were informed that no amend- 
ments could be permitted, as it was an 


‘agreed measure between the Jandlords and 


the Ulster Farmers’ Union, with the 
Government consenting, and that it must 
be passed in that form or dropped 
altogether. Taunting comments to the 
effect that those who pressed for improve- 
ment must either accept the bill as it 
stood or kill it were made quite frequently. 
A storm of opposition was raised, and it 
was pointed out that grave injustice to 
thousands of tenants was being legalised, 
and concrete cases were quoted to prove 
that this was so. It all appeared to be 
useless. however, and then came the 
surprise. 

Another conference was held at Stor- 
mont, and Lord Craigavon rushed off to 
Westminster to have the bill amended in 
favour of the tenants before it passed its 
third reading in the House of Lords. The 
good offices of Lord Carson, the former 
Unionist leader, were sought, and, ne 
doubt, the belated intervention of the 
Northern Premier should be beneficial 
from the farmers’ point of view; but 
whether the new arrangement will be 
accepted as a satisfactory solution of a 
complicated problem remains to be seen. 
Lord Craigavon hopes that it will settle 
the difficulty, and that the increased terms 
now offered by the Jandlords for potential 
building ground may be considered reason- 
able. Naturally the tenants would rather 
be left in peace to improve their dands. 
It seems that at last the Government 1s 
getting more into touch with the people, 
and it has been shown that, when sufficient 
pressure is brought to bear, what as 
declared to be impossible can become quite 
possible, as in the present instance. 


STRANGE ‘‘ FISH” IN LOUGH BEG. 


While the demand for local option is 
stil] as clamant as ever, in the hope of 
restricting the traffic of the licensed trade, 
there seems to be no diminution in the 
traditional Irish ‘‘ industry ” of manu- 
facturing poteen. From time to time 
reports come to hand of captures of stills 
in full working order and the seizure of 
barrels of wash and illicit spirits, but, in 
the opinion of those who are in a position 
to judge, these operations revea] only a 
small part of the evil. A Free State 
District Justice stated recently that in 
some districts even the school children 
have developed a taste for poteen, given 
to them by their elders, and such a 
lamentable state of affairs affords evidence 
of either stupidity or a lack of moral 
control. On both sides of the border the 
authorities are doing their best to abolish 
the traffic, but neither fines nor imprison- 


ment appear to have the desired effect. 


CORRESPONDENT. 


The latest haul by the police was one of 
the largest made in the North for a long 
time past. It took place a few days azo 
at Lough Beg, and represented a loss to 
the makers of the poteen of about £60 in 
material. The ways of the distillers of 
the night are cunning and strange, and 
the hiding places for their liquors aro 
well selected. On this occasion the 
Toomebridge police made an exhaustive 
search in the early hours of the morning, 
and their efforts were rewarded by the 
discovery of twenty gallons of poteen 
beneath the waters of the Lough, stored 
in jars and packed in large zinc baths, 
ready to be removed at the first favour. 
able opportunity. A large quantity of 
“ wash ”"” was also found and destroyed. 
The enthusiasts who advocate’ prohibition 
in. Northern Ireland should reflect on 
these things and consider how mich 
worse they might be if the opportunities 
for rich rewards were greater. 


ROVING CRITICISM. 


The vote on account for various public 
services, amounting to nearly two and a 
half million pounds for four months, was 
responsible for an interesting debate in 
the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day. It was of a roving nature, touching 
quite a number of subjects, and the 
estimate of £1,500 for Government 
hospitality drew from Mr. Collins, one of 
the Nationalist members, the humorous 
query as to whether a visit from His 
Holiness the Pope or some such potentate 
was expected. Mr. Collins was only jest 
ing, but attempts are being made hy 
supporters of the Government to foment 
ill-feeling in that very reyard, as reported 
in the Press last week. Laughter greeted 
the hon. member’s question; for no one 
in the North, apart from a few fanatics, 
desires to see the existing pleasant réla- 
tions between all sections of the com. 
munity disturbed by acrimonious sugges- 
tions. 

Several members commented on the 
financial provision made for the Special 
Constabulary, the sum required for the 
period being £61,000, and Mr. Kyle, the 
Labour leader, expressed the Opinion that 
there was no need for such a force in view 
of the peaceful conditions of the province. 
For several years past the Judges of 
Assize have paid tribute to the lawful and 
orderly state of the Six Counties, but, no 
matter what arguments may be advance: 
to the contrary, the Home Office is deter- 
mined to retain and maintain this reserve 
body of trained men. [It is difficult to 
blame the Government in this respe:t. 
considering the dangerous elements about 
which we hear so much, and although they 
are probably more potential than real, 
they afford a sufficient excuse for watchful- 
ness. Besides, the Imperial Chancellor of 
the Exchequer stated the other day that 
Britain could not afford to let the 
Northern Ireland funds become bankrupt ; 
so all is well. 


ENCOURAGING PROMISES. 


Candidates are being chosen for the 
Northern Parliament, and speeches are 
being made and promises given, suitab!, 
coloured for the occasion. Politicians are 
dwelling a good deal on the past, an 
history is being raked up to prove that 
the only men capable of wise government 
are to be found in the official Unionist 
camp. All others are said to have but one 
great object in life, and that is to merge 
the Six Counties into the Free State 
There is plenty of talk about employment 
schemes, and a conference has keen he!/ 
between the Board of 


Guardians, the 
Corporation and the Government, the re- 
sult of which is stated to be satisfactorr, 


but men out of jobs are still searchinz 


vainly for work. 

The Safeguarding Act forms the text : 
many of the speeches, and the people are 
informed that as soon as the present 
Government is returned to power the 
Prime Minister is going to see the Im- 
perial Prime Minister with a view fo 
having the linen trade safeguarded. A! 
this has a very encouraging sound, par- 
ticularly to the thousands of unemployel 
in that business, but the British Govern- 
ment has already turned down such pro- 
posals, with the suggestion that the best 
remedy is to be found in improved 
methods of production, vartety of desiz 
and style of fabric, combined  »1! 
economy. 

The British people are 
tariffs, and thev are more concerned ab 
their own affairs than the welfare of t's 
small portion of Ireland. Besides, ti 
imposition of protection, even in 
modified way, would not assist the ex~ 
trade, although it might be beneficia! ! 
the home markets. The Northern Gove 
ment spends thousands of pounds annua! 
in advertising Irish linen in America, 
but its publicity does not seem te be very 
effective. A change of fashion is require! 
to set the mills humming, and not leg’! 
enactments.

The latter surmise 
may be taken as the more likely if he is 
judged from the kindly nature of other 
bequests—‘‘ A clock with twenty shillings 
to repair it,” ‘‘a weekly clock,’’ ‘‘ my set 
of virginallo,’’ and lastly ' my old gray 
hagg.”’ 

Nicholas Simpson, of Cursed Stream, 
County Dublin, gentleman, by his will 
(1726) certainly pulled aside the curtain 
that in all likelihood had hidden much 
of his family affairs from friends and 
neighbours. In somewhat strong language 
he refers to his wife, and bequeaths her 
“one shilling, and no more, because she 
has taken away a considerable sum of 
money and a great quantity of gods 
ne to my house, and she has kept 
several strange men company, and hath 
remained out of my house sometimes one 
night, then several nights, and sometimes 
for six months together, and particularly 
with one Patrick Darling, who wus a 
Papist and then a foot-soldier.”” If 
Darling had been a dashing dragoon, 
with an entirely different line of religious 
thought to that which he seems to have 
professed, his moral turpitude in the 
estranging of wifely affections could have 
appeared hardly less in the eyes of the 
apparently much injured testator. 


Walley Ecklin, Captaip of the Fort, 
St. George Galley, execu his last will 
(1730), and one item therein reads: “I 
give and bequeath to my two slaves, named 
Anthony and Belfast, their freedom and 
twenty rupees each, with all their toys 
and wearing apparel.’’ Such a gesture on 
the part of the Captain was admirable, 
but it would be interésting to know if, 
during his life time, qualms of conscience 
in regard to the keeping of slaves had 
made him realise how “man's in- 
humanity to man makes countless 
thousands mourn.”’

-By doing so the President had left 
tumselt fairly open to the charge of being 
concerned, less with the safety of individna) 
citizens and the punishment of criminals, 
than with the returu of the candidate nomi 
vated for the North City by-election by the 
party of which he was a member. 

It was the opinion, not merely of the mem 
bers of the Fignna Fail Party, but of mary 
respousible citizens of other parties, that the 
machinery of the Department of Justice vad 
heen operated to make political propaganda 
for one of the parties in the State. He (Mr 
Lemass) held that the responsible Minister, 
“ho either directed its use in that manner ™ 
permitted it to be so used, had placed hin 
self in a position which very few decent mi 
mould iike to occupy. 


THE RECENT ARRESTS. 

As to the men at present under arrest 1» 
Dublin they did not even know what they 
were suspected of. He did not believe tha. 
the Government or the Minister for Justice 
knew what they were suspected of; they 
simply instructed their police force to show 
activity, and make these arrests, in 
vider to aid the . Government candi- 
dats ut the by-election in North 
Dublin lhere was operating in Dublin 
a “werlain ommbus company, some of the 
direct of which took an active part against 
the Government in the eivil war period. They 
then incurred the anger of persons who were 
DOW It responsible positions as police officers, 
and these police officers were now trylng to 
Put. that partic ular company out of existence. 
luspectors, drivers, and conductors were being 
arrested daily, anc there could be only One 

ior the company if such a line of 
duer was continued. 

\ number of young men had been arrested. 
ind on each occasion when they were re- 
eased members of the Detective Division in- 
formed them: "We will arrest you every 
time we see you on the streets of Dublin.”’ 
What right had any member of the police 
force to make a threat of that kind against 
men as to whom they had no charge? He 
Strongly suspected that these men were 
siuply opponents of the Government whom 
it was sought to brand as criminals in order 
to inake political capital for the by-election. 

He had seen an advertisement in the Press 
in favour of the candidature of Dr. O’Hig- 
gins, and in it was a quotation from a 


document alleged to have been found on 
one of the arrested men. How did that 
document, if such existed, get into the hands 
of a particular political party? Were they 
to understand that the officials of Cumann 
na nGaedheal had a right to go and examine 
files of documents which they could use for 
election purposes ? 


KEVIN O’HIGGINS MURDER. 

The Government would tell them that 
crime must be suppressed and criminals 
brought to justice. Fianna Fail agreed. 
There was no party more desirous of seeing 
all murderers brought to justice than the 
Fianna Fail Party. Many murders were 
committed during the civil war period, and 
they were in possession of the fact that to- 
day quite a number of those who engaged in 
the commission of those murders were hold- 
ing responsible positions in the police force. 
That was the true explanation as to the 
attitude of the Minister for Justice when a: 
particularly brutal piece of conduct was 
brought under his notice. 

They had the case of the Waterford 
assaults early in 1927, when, as the result ot 
an inquiry, certain detectives were censured, 
and some of them, he understood, cashiered. 
A few months later the predecessor of the 
Minister for Justice was murdered, and 
deputies could connect these facts if they 
liked. When the late Mr. O’Higgins was 
murdered a number of prominent Republicans 
were arrested and brought into court, and 
not one shred of evidence was brought 
against them, and they were released. No 
persons had been arrested since, and, 
apparently, at present all’ activities were 
stopped. He, personally, believed that the 
men who were responsible for that crime 
were men who were at one time in Govern- 
ment pay; and he would very much like to 
see them brought to trial, if only to throw 
a strong searchlight on the Government's 
boasted courage in the face of criminal 
activity. 

The Minister for Agriculture, in an election 
speech. had sneered at Padraig O Maille, 
hecause he was not filled with hate against 
the individual who wounded him in 1922 
Padraig O Maille was big enough to allow no 
personal animosity to act as a driving force 
in his conduct, and it would be well if that 
spirit were adopted by Mr. Hogan and other 
Ministers. 

A sensational speech was made by the 
President during the by-election; but if the 
situation was one-quarter as serious as was 
represented, the place for that statement 
was not at an _ election meetiny. 
but in the Dail. He held __ that 
these sensational speeches and the arrests 
were devised for one object—namely, the pre- 
servation of the life of the Government. 


MINISTER ON THE ARRESTS. 

Mr. FITZGERALD, Minister for Defence, 
alluding to the arrests, said that they were 
made following the brutal murder of a young 
man named Armstrong because he gave ev! 
dence in the Courts. It was well known that 
an organisation was behind that crime. There 
‘as no doubt that there was a failure on the 
var! of certain individuals to recognise the 
elementary rights and duties of citizenship. 

Every Deputy knew that when they had an 
orgamsation ot this kind the police were often 
ucially certain that certain people were asso 
ciated with criminal acts without being able 
tu prove it in a court of law. Suppose Deputy 
Lemass Ss successer jn the oflice of ** Minister 
of Defence, which the Deputy had held up 
to the end of November, 1925-2 position 
which cluimed the power over life and death 

wished lo Communicate orally or In writing 
with the successor of Deputy Alken as 

thief of Staff,’ were the police, knowing 
that an organisation exisied for the purpose 
of murdering citizens of the State, to leave 
his imessenger aione because thev had not 
compiete evidence to convict him? The safety 
of the Stale was the supreme law, and 
murder was the supreme crime against the 
law. Deputy Lemass said that these people 
sheuid not be touched, but a murder might 
heppen and stil the murderer and his trends 
were uot to be intertered with. 

Mr. LEMASS—Do the police know that 
they ure members of this orgauisation? 

Mr. FITZGERALD—I do not know; 1 pre 
sume they have strong ground tor suspecting 


LEMASS—Why were they not charges 
that? 
bLETZGERALD—We all know the cir 
cumstances. We were all in the same pos: 
tion owrselves. The turning point came with 
the Treaty, and the substitution of a native 
for an alien Government.

‘CHEERING NEWS” FOR JURORS. 

The Minister went on to quote an extract 
from The Nation dated 23rd February, three 
days after the murder of Mr. Armstrong. 
This paper, he said, was edited by Mr. S. T. 
O'Kelly, Fianna Fail deputy, and was in 
effect, if not. actually, the official organ of 
that party. The article in question stated :— 
“ Prisoners’ notes are usually gloomy reading, 
but we are glad to be able this week to give 
some cheering items. The jurymen who were 
misguided and cowardly enough to sentence 
Healy had to be protected by police.’ 

“That is cheering news, that is,” said 
Mr. Fitzgerald. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the statement in 
question was in a letter, in a column headed 
‘Prisoners’ Notes.”’ 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that it was a 
regular feature of the paper. Did the Deputy 
Suggest that the editor of a paper had the 
right to print in his paper a document calling 
upon the people to rejoice that jurymen had 
to be protected against murder? Did Fianna 
Fail disown that document or were they run- 
ning away from it? He suggested that the 
publication of that paragraph in that paper 
associated everybody connected with that 
paper with the murder of Armstrong and the 
attempted murder of White. 

Continuing the Minister said that Deputy 
Lemass had complained that certain men 
were being harassed. No men connected 
with an organisation prepared to commit 
murder in this country could be harassed 
sufficiently to satisfy him. 

_ Mr. LEMASS—At one time a man was 
innocent until he was proved guilty. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—The preservation of 
social order in the State is more important 
than any cliché that the Deputy has leaned 
from British Liberalism in the nineteenth 
century. 

THE DUTY OF EVERY DEPUTY. 

It was the duty of every Deputy, he sub- 
mitted, to give information, if he had it, to 
help to put down this conspiracy. Personally, 
as an ordinary citizen, he would feel it his 
duty to give that information if he thought 
it would be useful. Fianna Fail Deputies 
seemed to think that they could make and 
unmake even the eternal laws to suit them- 
selves 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) asked 
would the Minister give an assurance that 
the police had looked for the murderers of 
Kevin O’Higgins anywhere except in the 
ranks of the Republicans. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that he presumed 
the police followed up every line of inquiry. 
Perhaps if they had concentrated solely on 
the Republicans they would have saved time 
and caught the murderers. 

Mr. BOLAND said that he did not believe 
any attempt had been made to find the 
murderers outside the Republican Party.

MR. O’MAILLE’S GUNMAN FRIEND 
Mr. FITZGERALD said that he was satis- 
filed that the Government had made every 
efiort to encourage the police to get the 
murderers whoever they were. Continuing, 
he referred to what, he said, he could oaks 
describe as an obscene statement by ex- 
Deputy O’Maille, who stated that he was 
proud to shake hands with the murderer of 
Sean Hales. He (the Minister) had stated 
on Sunday that he presumed Fianna Fail 
would make ex-Deputy O’Maille ‘a judge for 
that, and if the murderers of Mr. O’Higgins 
or Mr., Armstrong were brought before him 
the judge would come down from the bench 
with tears welling from his eyes to clasp 
their hands, saying that the murderer, the 
gentle murderer, thought that he was doing 
right. He did not doubt that, but for the 
Amnesty Act of 1923, Mr. O’Maille would 
at that moment be in jail as an accessory 
alter the fact. : 
Although the opposition might not believe 
him, no one was more anxious than he (Mr. 
Fitzgerald) to see them get up and say that 
they would stand for putting down rigidly 
any attempt at overthrowing social order, 
and that they would endeavour by al] means 
in their power to bring murderers to justice. 
rhe party opposite had not come out clearly 
on the question of social order. Once they 
did clear up the position it would be good, 
not only for the two parties, but for the 
whole country, How could thev have that 
proper stability when Deputy O’Kelly, the 
( ier day, referred to him cs the ‘ so-called 
Minister for Defence ’’, It seemed to him 
that in that remark Deputy O'Kelly was 
challenging the authority of that Government. 
and that every time the Government sanc. 
tioned the execution of a criminal it was 
committing murder. It would seem that 
Deputy O'Kelly denied the authority of the 
Dail, and, conceivably, that he recognised 
the power of Jife and death of somebody out 
side, Such remarks as Deputy O’Kelly’s 
were dangerous for the State and the people, 
aud it was time that their meaning was 
cleared up. 


WHY MR. DE VALERA 
‘ LEFT SINN FEIN.

FOREBODINGS OF ANOTHER 
‘‘ GUERILLA WAR.” 
Mr. DE VALERA said that on more than 


one occasion he had stated exactly what their 
attitude was. He still held that the present 
Government’s sight to be regarded as the 
legitimate Government was faulty, and that 
that House was faulty. They had secured a 
de facto position. There must be somebody 
in charge to keép order in the community, 
and, by virtue-of that de facto position, he 
admitted that they were the only people 
in a position to do it. He held, how 
ever, that they had not come legitimately 
by that, They had brought off a 
coup detat in 1921, and they had the 
President of the Executive Council talking 
the other day aboul the independence of the 
judiciary, but they were only in favour of 
that independence when it suited their pur- 
pose, and if they were not getting the support 
from all sections of the community that was 
necessarv for an Executive, if it was to 
dispense with a large police force, it was 
because there was a moral handicap in their 
case. 
FOR MAJORITY RULE. 

“We are all morally handicapped,” said 
Mr. DE VALERA: “the very circumstances 
in which the whole thing came about, and in 
which th State was set up, put a moral 
handicap on us all. We came in here because 
we thought a practical rule could be evolved 
in which order could be maintained. We 
said it was necessary to have some assembly 
in which the representatives of the people by 
majority vote should be able to decide 
national policy, and as we were not able to 
get that majority to meet outside this House, 
we had to come in here, if there was to be 
a majority at all of the people s representa 
tives in any one assembly. As far as 1 am 
concerned, the only Constitution I care for— 
the only thing IT am morally bound to obey— 
is the majority vote, because you are al! 
elected by the Irish people, and as a practical 
rule—not because there is anything sacred in 
it—-I am prepared to accept majority rule as 
settling matters of national policy, and, there- 
fore, as deciding who sball be in charge of 
order.’ 


THAT “ COUP D'ETAT.”’ 

They were asked, he went on, when the 
change came about. Some of them knew 
the circumstances very well. The Four Courts 
was attacked, despite a truce, and they were 
involved in a civil war, and when the flag of 
the Republic was run up he stood by that 
flag, and he would stand by it again. As long 
as there was hope of maintaining the 
Republic, either by force against . those 
who were bringing off the coup @etat, or 
afterwards, when there was an opportunity 
of getting the people to vote again for it, 
he stood by it. 

He resigned because the policy he put up 
was not accepted. That policy was that they 
should come in there, and it was defeated. 
Those who remained in that organisation, 
which they had left, could claim exactly the 
same continuity that they claimed up to 
1925. He recognised that somebody would 
have to keep order; that there was a de facto 
position created, and for the good of the 
country. and with the hope of restarting, it 
was necessary to try and get a unified 
assembly. 

ATTITUDE TO MURDERERS.

British Minister who had had to do wi 
Ireland has said.” 

The Minister for Defence, he continued, 
apparently thought that if an amnesty was 
passed it abrogated the moral law, but that 
was not his (Mr. de Valera’s) opinion. 
Ministers who talked about murder and who 
expected that all the citizens sheuld be out- 
raged in their sentiments the moment they 
spoke of murder, forgot that they themselves, 
before they put to death Erskine Childers, 
executed four young boys in Kilmainham. 
There was no excuse for putting those boys 
to death, except to pavé the way for the 
execution of a man who had been blackened 
by propaganda and whom they wanted to get 
rid of. 

Shortly after, at Mountjoy, four other men 
were put to death. and if the killing of these 
men on that morning was not murder, neither 
he nor anybody else knew what murder was. 
When an Executive came along whose hands 
were clear of murder, then they would get 
more general co-operation, but he doubted if 
the appeals of the Minister for Defence were 
likely to have much weight with the people 
when they came from men who themselves 
were not in a position to throw stones, 

THE MINISTRY'S MASTERS. 

Having referred to cases in Clare and 
Kerry, the Fianna Fail leader said that not 
one of the men involved had been brought to 
justice. They were kept in their positions 
and were openly defended by the Ministry. 
Then when they asked for protection for 
individual citizens against the outrages com- 
mitted against them by the C.I.D., they were 
told there was the ordinary civil procedure, 
but, they might as well say there was no 
redress. 

The feeling generally was that the Execu- 
tive was absolutely afraid of the tools 
they had in the past, and that 
they could not. exercise over them the 
power of discipline that would be effec- 
tive, and if they were going to have this 
question of co-operation discussed, it would 
have to be discussed in quite a different tone 
from that adopted by the Minister for De- 
lepce, 

“We,” added Mr. de Valera, ‘‘are 
anxious to save the country. any further 
trouble. We came in here to assist in doing 
that. We have pointed out, time after time, 
that the way to do it is to remove any 
barriers that still prevent the representatives 
of all sections of the people from coming in 
here. 

“It can be done. There is not a single 
member in this House who thinks there 
would be any difficulty about if, and you 
would achieve more by doing that in the way 
of securing co-operation than you wil] in all 
your appeals and derunciations, 

“THE PROPER THING TO DO." 

“ The proper thing for you to do as to give 
to those who do not agree that this State 
was established legitimately, who believe that 
there was a definite betrayal of everything 
that had been aimed at from 1916 to 1922, 
an opportunity of working—and without in 
anv way forswearing their views—to get the 
Irish people as a whole again behind them. 
You have no right to debar them from ask- 
ing the people to support the re-establishment 
of the Republic, or, as they weuld say, the 
continuance of the Republic.” 

If they were going to continue the methods 
that had been adopted of harassing con- 
stantly, they wefe going to have repeated 
against them what was done against the 
British Government in the past. 

“There is no use,” he said, “in blinding 
yourselves to the fact that vou are regarded 
here as simply continuing, im another form, 
British authority in the country, and any 
other Executive that gets into vour position 
will have the same handicap, unless they are 
able to get the acceplance of some common) 
assembly.’’ 

MUST MEET FORCE BY FORCE, 

If the Executive were going to continue to meet 
force with force, then they could not expect 
the co-operation of citizens, wh» wished that 
there should be no force. He knew that they 
must have some final sanction by an Execu- 
tive, Lut surely the existence of that final 
sanction did not mean that it was to be used 
before common-sense? One would imagine 
that the present Executive had never been 
anything but British Ministers. That was 
exactly the attitude they were taking up. 
They said that they were the Irish people a 
(covernment, but if they were so certain of it, 
why did they bring it about by a coup d'etat’ 
Why did they not establish 1t properly aud 
gel a proper vole on It: 

force was not the remedy, and there wa 
no use in appealing to anybody to help the 
present Executive unless the /ixecutive itsetl 
took up a line which would be morally 
supported by the people as a whole.

ATTITUDE THAT LEADS TO 
* TERRIBLE THINGS.” 
Mr. 1. J. O'CONNELL (Lab, Mayo 5.) 
suid that, as one who had nothing te do 
with the unhappy events that were being 
debated, and as chairman of a party who 
had not been involved in the trouble. he 
had made up his mind not to intervene: 
but there were other things cf more interest 
to them and the people that he spoke for 
than these matters that were being discussed. 
He felt that he would not be doing his duty 
if he did not give his views on the point: 
raised by the extraordinary speech of the 
leader of the chief Opposition party in the 

House. 

There could be no question that the vers 
hasis of social order in this country was the 
jury system, and that any interference with 
it, or the hindering of its proper working, 
was something that must be condemned by 
every right-thinking person. Wis party stood 
for that, and they were prepared to give 
the fullest co-operation to any Government 
of any party that would stand up for putting 
down interference with that system. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

He wanied to know from the leader of the 
chief Opposition party—who might he, in a 
short time, in the position of President of 
the Executive Council, and, who might 
probably be looking. for support from the 
Labour Partv—he wanted to know where 
they stood. If thev were to have a Govern- 
ment im this country, and if the men who 
were voted in by the majority of the people 
were not the Government, he should hke to 
know who were. 

CUSTODIANS OF LAW AND ORDER. 

He did not agree with the poliev of the 
present Government, but he was forced to 
recognise that, while they were there, thev 
were the custodians of law and order in the 
country until someone else was pul 
In their place, and it was the 
duty of the people to obey the law. 
Ii was their duty to make laws and to see 
that the laws were eyuitable, and that they 
were obeyed. 

Who was the iegitimate Government of this 
country? Mr. de Valera had made an extra- 
ordinary statement when he said that those 
who now claimed to be the legitimate Govern- 
ment of this country were people who were 
culside that House and were not represented 
in the House. Mr. de Valera had said that 
these people claimed the same continuity of 
authority as they themselves claimed they 
had when they were in that position. :

The Naval Problem. 


To the current number of Foreign 
Affairs, an important periodica] published 
in New York, Mr. John W. Davis, formerly 
United States Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James, contributes a highly interesting 
article, entitled ‘‘Anglo-American Rela- 
tions and Sea Power.” The title of this 
article epitomises possibly the most difh- 
cult problem of the post-war period. 
Before the world war the British Navy 
was supreme, but in the course o/ 
that war the whole proportion of 
naval strengths was changed. The Govern- 
ment of the United States, as well as that 
of Japan, built ships of war to an extent 
to which there was no parallel in history. 
The resources of the United States were 
mobilised, and when the wer came to an 
end the American Fleet, in respect of 
numbers, was the second gfeatest in the 
world, Then came the Washington Con- 
ference in 1921, convened by President 
Harding. At this meeting of the principal 
naval Powers the Earl of Balfour, on 
behalf of His Majesty’s Government, for

Radium. 


When, in the early years of this century, 
the element called radium was discovered, 
the scientific world was startled. Here 
was a substance that promised to undo 
the whole fabric of classical physics. The 
mysterious radiation which the new element 
poured into space demonstrated the fact 
that the atom was not indivisible and that 
the divisions between the elements were 
not insuperable. Theoretic minds, saw the 
problem of “first matter” solved, and 
caught, perhaps, glimpses of the new 
science that is expounded today by 
Professor Einstein and Dr, Eddington. 
All this was sufficiently wonderful, but 
Madame Curie’s discovery was to have 
results of a kind that the common man 
values more highly. The new element dis- 
closed remarkable properties in a some- 
what unkind manner. Those who carried 
minute portions on their person, even fer 
a brief space of time, found themselves 
to be afflicted with grievous wounds. 
Radiation, in brief, displayed a power to 
destroy the tissues of the body. Physicians 
speedily realised that the force which 
destroyed healthy tissues well might he 
directed to the destruction of malignaut 
growths. A new curative science thus 
sprang into being Aiter the experimental] 
practice of a quarter of «= century this 
science is established as one of th greatest 
achievements of the art of healing; and 
the Earl of Balfour declared yesterday 
that the time had come when “radium 
treatment ‘must be put within the reach of 
all whose lives depend upon it.” So vital 
is the importance of the radium method 
of treatment that a State which should 
neglect to provide means for its ad- 
ministration to all whom it can help 
would be as neglectful of its people as if 
it were to suspend the sanitary laws or 
the regulation of heavy trafiic. Yesterday 
Dr. John Joly, F.,T.C.D., described the 


work of the radium institute of the Royal ia 


Dublin Society, and made an interesting 
disclosure. He said that the method of 
treating tumours by imbedding in them 
needles which contain radium—a method 
that has been much applauded on its 
recent adoption in the hospitals of Berlin 
and Brussels—was in use in Dublin so 
long ago as 1914. The liberality which 
enabled the radium institute in Dublin 
to exist and to operate enabled also the 
skill of Dublin surgeons to win for the 
chief city of Ireland no mean place in 
recent medical history. 


Songs Without Words. 


At the offices of the Oxford University 
Press, on Wednesday, the first perform- 
ance was given of a “sextet for voices.” 
This consisted of a metrical series of 
sounds which bore no relation to words. 
The composer simply wrote such vowels 
as scemed good to him, and the singers 
rendered these in accordance with the 
music. In the Daily Telegraph a musical 
critic praises the performance. The sextet 
“shows much contrapuntal ingenuity,’ and 
‘‘conveys something of the same impres- 
sion of aloofness which we get in the 
nature poems of Delius—an impression 
heightened by the wordless singing of the 
voices.”” It*is no new thing to discover 
that sounds without meaning may run well 
to music; a thousand songs have noisense 
choruses. On the other hand, the total 
elimination of words from song is worthy 
of an age in which poets eliminate meaning 
from words, and painters intelligibility 
from their pictures. For a thousand years 
before the Renaissance the whole progress 
of the musical art was comprised in the 
greater perfection of song. In the days of 
Elizabeth and the Stuarts song was every 
man’s accomplishment, and, as has been 
said, when the song sheet was laid upon 
the plate after a meal, every guest knew 
what to do with it. That which musicians 
call harmony altered all this. No longer 
did music subserve the beautiful, the 
potent, the persuasive expression of sense ; 
it became an end in itself, and words were 
submerged in the mounting and conflicting 
waves of sound. The opera, with actors 
pouring forth words that few, if any, in 
the audience understood, became fashion- 
able, and the performers of the drawing- 
preferred \ill-pronounced foreign 
tongues to the banal, but intelligible, 
translation. Why, then, should not our 
singers follow Bottom’s part when he 
played the lion? “O, you can do it 
extempore; for it is nothing but roar-

CATHOLIC EMANCIPATION, 
LETTER FROM COLONEL CANE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sin,—I have been reading with interest a 
good many articles and speeches dealing with 
the approaching ceutenary of ( atholic Eman- 
cipution, but so far I have failed to find a 
single reference, either in a Roman Catholic 
paper, or by a Roman Catholic speaker, to 
the man whose iniluence and untiring work 
did more to secure the passing of that act 
of justice than anything else. That man was 
Richard, second Baron and first Earl of 
Donovghmore, Grand Master of lrish Free- 

masons. eee 

It was from a meeting of the Whig Club, 
held in 1792, at the hose of John Forbes, in 
Kildare street, and attended by Grattan, Lord 
Donoughmore and others, that the Catholic 
Convention of 1793 originated, and from that 
time ouwards Lord Donoughmore devoted the 
whole of his energies and his very consider- 
able political influence to the cause of his 
oppressed Roman Catholic fellow-countrymen. 
In doing so he was only carrying out one ol 
the first principles of the Order of which he 
was the head—namely, that no man should 
be penalised or made to suffer on account of 
his religious beireis, After the Union he 
continued his labours in the British House of 
Lords, and, in 1810, speaking on the “' Catholic 
Petition,’ he made a most eloquent appeal on 
hehalf of the Roman Catholic population. 
He also strenuously opposed all attempts to 
rule Ireland by coercion. On May 17th, 
1829, he rose from a sick bed to go to the 
House of Lords and move the second readmg 
of the Catholic Relief Bull. He never re- 
covered jrom the efiects of this exertion, but 
died on the 25th August following, a martyr 
to the cause of his Catholic fellow-countrymea, 
though himself a Protestant and a Freemason. 

At a meeting of the Catholic Association 
held on the 10th November, 1829, a warm 
tribute was paid to his memory as “the 
hereditary patron of the Catholies.”” Daniel 
O'Connell, the Liberator, expressed great 
gratitude to Lord Donoughmore for his publte 
services rendered to the Irish people. 
(FitzPatrick’s “Correspondence of Daniel 
(0 Connell,” Vol. 1. pp 76 and 88.) 

In his eflorts to secure justice for the 
Roman Catholics he was always supported, as 
far as could legitimately be dove by a body 
“ hich does not allow political activity ~ by the 
Freemasons of his Jursdiction—but the 
result was rather paradoxical. Before and up 
to the time of the passing of the Catholic 
Relief Bill sixty per cent. of the Freemasons 
of Ireland were Roman Catholics, but as soon 
as their disabilities were remoy ed the ( hurch 
turued upon its former friends and attempied 
to rend them—Roman Catholics were for- 
bidden to join the Order, and these who were 
already members ordered to resign. 
They did so almost to a man, and J, for one, 
give them every credit for obeying the orders 
of their Church. Since that time the Order 
in Treland has almost exclusively 
Protestant, not more thun about one per cen, 
being Roman Catholic. That does not imply 
that any enmity is felt by the Order towards 
the Roman Church—the enmity is a 
sided one—but it does not encourage anyone 
to disobey the authority of the Church to 
which he belongs. 

The Roman Catholic papers have been very 
active lately in their denunciations of Free- 
masonry, but in common fairness they ought 
to give Lord Donoughmore, and the Order 
of which he was the head, the credit due to 
them for the creat act of justice of 1899 —

BANK RATES, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—In the Dublin papers of the 12th and 
135th inst. the chairman of a prominent local! 
limited liability company is reported to have 
made the following statement at the annual 
meeting of the company :—‘‘ It does seem an 
anomaly that a poofer country like Ireland 
Should have to pay a higher price for money 
than wealthy England.” In view of this and 
similar pronouncements made from time to 
time, the Irish Banks’ Standing Committee 
again desi¢: me to point out that, no doubt, 
a misconception of the actual facts is respon- 
sible for such statements, and arises from 
contrasting the published “' Irish banks’ rate’’ 
with the published ‘* Bank of England rate.” 
The general impression appears to prevail 
that the Bank or England rate is the rate 
ruling for all advances granted by English 
and Scottish banks to customers, but such is 
not mm accordance with the facts. 

The Bank of England rate applies to tie 
very finest short-dated paper when presented 
for discount to the Bank of England bv its 
own customers. This class of bill is seldom 
seen elsewhere than in London. The rates 
charged for other advances by London and 
British provincial banks are invariably in 
excess of the Bank of England rate, and are 
certainly not more advantageous to the 
customer than the rates charged by the Irish 
banks for similar accommodation. It may 
also be mentioned that loans against Govern 
ment Stock transferred are granted by all the 
Thish banks at the current Bank of England 
raie. I trust that the foregoing information 
will enable your readers to feel fully satisfied 
that the anomaly which is stated to exist 
between the rates charged for advances in 
Ireland and those charged in England is more 
apparent than real.—Yours, etc..

He 
recalled that there had been an outbreak 
by the Civic Guards in Waterford in 1927, 
and several Republicans had been 
assaulted. As a result of an inquiry that 
had been held one well-known. detective 
had been censured, and, so he asserted, 
others were caslnered. 

Some jnonths later the late Minister for 
Justice was murdered, and deputies could 
put these two things together. It was 
remarkable that the policy of the present 
Minister for Justice was to repudiate 
charges made against the Civic Guards, 
refuse any inquiry into their

Fianna Fail’s Desire. 


Mr. Lemass was quickly into the fray 
with an attack on what he called the 
maladministration of the police forces. 
He definitely accused the Minister for 
Justice of permitting his machinery to 
be utilised for political propaganda on 
behalf of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
candidate in the North Dublin election 
contest. 

The recent, police activities and the 
arrests that had been carried out had no 
other purpose than to frighten voters and 
oe, them to vote for the Government 
candidate. 

He took President Cosgrawe to task for 
remaining quiescent about the murder of 
the xoung man Armstrong. It seemed 
that the President had kept his denuncia 
tion of these crimes in cold storaye unt 
the by-election was in progress. If 
watters were so serious, the proper place 
to have raised them was in the Dail. The 
resident was less concerned with the 
safety of the individual citizens than with 
the return ci his party’s candidate in the 
by-election. 

Mr. Lemass said that no party in the 
State was keener in its desire to see 
all murderers brought to justice than 
Fianna Fail. If the Government had 
alopted the same attitude towards crime, 
there would be less in the country to-day. 
He said that they had to face the fact 
that during the Civil War many murders 
vere committed by men who were now in 
hgh positions in the Civic Guard. and he 
wserted that the Government were afraid 
of the criminals whom _they had been 
forced to place in responsible positions. 
(He then proceeded to make the state- 
ment referied to above.) 

He admitted that his speech would not 
help to secure co-operation between all 
parties in securing a solution of the 
economic problems that faced them, but 
the responsibility rested with the Govern- 
ment. They went into the North Dublin 
election with a mud-rake, and they could 
not complain if they had raised a stench 
that offended their nostrils. He advised 
some of the Ministers to take lessons in 
elementary Christianity to avoid making 
speeches like that made by the Minister 
for Agriculture with reference to Mr. 
U' Maille, 


Crime of Murder. 


Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
Dejence, said that there had been a failure 
on the part of Fianna Fail to realise the 
ethical side of citizenship. Their attitude 
was represented by two of their members, 
Deputies Cooney and Little, Who said, 
When he raised the question of the murder 
of Mr. Kevin O'Higgins last year, that, 
even if they had information, they would 
let vive it to the Government, as they 
would be playing the part of smniormers, 
aud would ineur edium. The well-beinz 
of the State was the supreme law, and 
murder was the greatest crime against that 
law. He wanted to know what was the 
policy of the Fignna Fail Party with re- 
card to the recent murder of a witness, 
and the attempted murder of a juryman.

Mr. de Valera’s Speech. 


Mr. de Valera said that he had time 
and again stated the position of Fianna 
Fail. He still regarded the right of the 
present Government to be regarded as the 
legitimate Government of the country as 
faulty. That House also was faulty. The 
Government had brought off a coup d’état 
in 1921. If the Government were not 
vetting support from all sections of the 
community, it was because some sections 
were morally handicapped. 

Fianna Fail had come into that Dail 
because they thought that practical rule 
could be evelved in which order could be 
maintained. The only Constitution he cared 
lor, or was morally hound to obey? was 
the majority vote, because they were all 
elected by the Irish people. 

The proper thing was to give to those 
who did not agree that the State was 
established legitimately, who believed that 
there was a definite betrayal of everything 
that had been aimed at from 1916 to 1921. 
the opportunity—without in any way for- 
gwogring their views—to get the Irish 
people as a whole behind them. 


"Zou have no right,” he said, “ to debar | 


them from asking the people to support 
the re-establishment, or, as they would say, 
the continuance, of the Republic.” i 

“When you have an Executive in this 
country whose. hands will be clean, who 
will not be murderers themselves, then 
you will have the Irish people standing 
up for them,” was another statement 
which drew a smile from the Minister for 
Finance. 

“Ministers may laugh,” said Mr. de 
Valera heatedly. ‘They can taunt us 
because we will not pursue and use every 
means im our powcr to bring to justice 
those who have been exasperated by their 
action. They are simply repeating what 
every British Minister who had had any- 
thing to do with Ireland had said.” 

Mr. de Valera went on to say that the 
feeling generally in the country. was that 
the Executive were afraid of the tools 
which they had used in the past, and that 
they could not exercise over them dis- 
ciplinary powers. 

Fianna Fail were anxious to save the 
country any further trouble, and had come 
into the Dail to assist in so doing. They 
had pointed out that the way to do that 
was to remove all powers that would 
prevent representatives of all sections 
from coming into the Dail. 

If the Government were going to con 
tinue the methods that had been adopted 
of harassing them constantly, they were 
going to have repeated what was done 
against the British. There was no use in 
blinding their eyes to the fact that the 
(Ciovernment were regarded as simply con- 
tinuing the British authority in this 
country. Jf the Government were going 
to meet force with force, they could not 
expect the co-operation of the citizens who 
wished that there should be no force. 


Labour’s Reply. 


Mr. O'Connell expressed surprise at the 
statement of Deputy de Valera that those 
who now claimed to be the legitimate 
Government of the country were people 
outside that House. Mr. de Valera had 
come to the Dail, and taken part in the 
assembly which he now said was not a 
legitimate assembly. R 

Tn his opinion the people were “ fed up 
with and sick of all this kind of talk, and 
did not want to go back to the conditions 
of 1921. Mr. de Valera’s attitude en- 
couraged disrespect for law. and led to the 
terrible things that Mr. de Valera and 
his followers were prepared to condemn. 


Minister’s Challenge. 


Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that 
disciplinary action was taken in the 
Waterford case which had been referred 
to, but, while fines were imposed, no dis- 
missals were considered necessary. 

That brought him to the terrible state- 
ment of Deputy Lemass—that, following 
close upon the Waterford affray, the late 
Minister for Justice was murdered by the 
Guards. i 

“That,’’ said the Minister, 
terrible statement to make.” 

M:. Lemass—I said that I personally 
believed that he was murdered by men 
who were at one time in the Govern- 
ment’s pay. 

The Minister—Am I to take it that the 
murder was in no way connected with the 
Waterford inquiry?

The Minister went on to say that he 
heard charges made against the Guards 
from time to time in that House, but he 
had never known any deputies so degrade 
themselves as Messrs. de Valera and 
Boland had done by making that charge 
without the slightest shadow of evidence. 

Mr. Lemass said that many of the Civic 
Guards were well-known murderers. 

Mr. Boland—Yon have the chieí 
murderers of this country in your employ- 
ment.

' Running Away.” 


Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney went on to say 
that he believed there was an _ associa- 
tion whose members murdered the last 
Minister for Justice, attempted the 
murder of a juror, and had murdered a 
witness. There were only a few in that 
organisatiov, and many of them were 
running away. 

Speaking from his own experience, he 
should say that he was far from abandon- 
ing hopes that the men who murdered 
Mr. Kevin O’Higgins would yet expiate 
their crime on the scaffold. 

Mr. G. Boland said that he was pre- 
pared to denounce all murders, whether 
of prisoners, witnesses or jurors. There 
was only one explanation for the 
Minister's evasive methods of dealing 
with charges against the Civic Guards, 
and that was a regard for his own skin. 

It came as a welcome interlude when 
Mr. Davin rose from the Labour benches, 
and said that these speeches about wars 
of the past and of the future would not 
fill the mouths of the unemployed. For 
an hour or two the House discussed the 
question of unemployment threatened in 
the postal services as a result of the re# 
duction of the estimate by £40,000, but 
in the closing minutes there was again a 
reversion to the heated _ political 
atmosphere, when President Cosyrave rose 
to conclude the debate. 


Mr. Cosgrave’s Condemnation. 


In a short, sharp speech the President 
pointed out that there was no distinction 
in the Jaws of this country for what some 
people called a political offence Any 
action was either lawful or unlawful, and 
on that ground alone it was the duty of 
those responsible for the administration 
of law to see that it was obeyed. 

Talk about the continuance of the 
Republic struck him that there was a lot 
of political juvenility in the people sitting 
on Fiann4 Fail benches. The issue in the 
1918 election was to place the fate of 
Treland before the Peace Conference. Then 
a Republican form of Government was set 
wp, but the people had since decided to 
give sanction and authority for the rati- 
fication of a Treaty setting up the Free 
State. a ad 

As to the place he selected for his im- 
portant and weighty pronouncement he 
had to bear in mind the surrounding cir- 
cumstances, and that last February 
Deputy O’Kelly had charged the Execu- 
tiye Council with having too many 
“political prisoners” in jail on very 
shadowy political offences.

MORE WOMEN VOTERS 
THAN EVER BEFORE, 


The polling in the North Dublin City 
by-election passed off yesterday without 
incident. 

There was a bigger poll than in the 
by-election last year. It is estimated that 
56,780 people went to the polls, giving 
a percentage of 57. 

This: is good, but by no means a 
‘‘record’”’ for the constituency, since in 
the two general elections in 1927 the 
highest percentage was 67. 


FEW ILLITERATES. 
A forecast of the result is not possible 
because of the unusual circumstances that 
prevailed, but it is anticipated that Dr. 
O'Higgins will win, if only by a narrow 
marain. 

Hliterates who went to the poll were 
notably few. The fine weather seemed to 
coax out a large number of people who 
would not otherwise have voted. 

In only a few cases was the oath put to 
voters, and no cases of personation were 
reported. 

During the day the voting, if quiet, was 
steadier than in previous vears, and the 
women turned out in greater numbers 
than ever before 


THE EVENING POLL. 

Up to 2 o'clock in the afternoon an 
average of 20 per cent. of the total 
electorate had polled, and this figure was 
increased by only three or four per cent. 
within the next hour. 

From 4 o'clock, however, the voting 
became brisker, and after 6 o'clock there 
was an increasing stream of, people enter- 
ing the city stations. The numbers of 
elderly people who voted was large all over 
the district. } 

Crowds of people gathered outside the 
various polling stations as the evening 
wore on, and there was a great gathering 
outside the Bolton Street Technical 
Schools while the ballot. boxes were being 
brought in from the different stations 


WELL ORGANISED TRANSPORT. 

Both parties had a highly organised 
{ransport system running. All sorts of 
vehicles were called into use, from the 
lordly limousine to the old-fashioned pony 
and trap. a 

An aeroplane, piloted by Colonel] Fitz- 
maurice, flew over the North City at in- 
tervals during the day, dropping thou- 
sands of leaflets, calling upon the electors, 
in the names of President Cosgrave and 
Colonel Fitzmaurice, to vote for Dr. 
O'Higgins. The aeroplane was the pro- 
perty of a member of the [msh Aero:Club. 

The two candidates made. several tours 
of the stations during the day. 


THE POSTED VOTES. 

The counting of the posted votes was 
begun shortly after 9 o'clock, in the 
presence of Dr. Sherlock and the two 
candidates, Dr. O'Higgins and Mr. Oscar 
Traynor, who chatted together the whole 
time. The total number of valid votes 
sent in was 633, and about thirty were 
invalid.

CANADIAN DOCTOR’S 
JOURNEY. 

From Revter’s Corresrpon pent. 

OTTAWA, ONTARIO, Thursday. 

Completing an adventurous’ and 
dramatic flight of a thousand miles with 
a local doctor, carrying urgent medical 
assistance to an Anglican missionary, the 
Reverend G. Morrow, a Moth aeroplane, 
piloted by Captain Roy Maxwell, returned 
here to-day with the doctor. 

The missionary was suffering from a 
broken hip and internal injuries, and had 
heen for days in a serious condition at a 
Far North outpost for fur traders. 

The aeroplane was requisitioned by 
wireless, and the flight was undertaken 
under the auspices of the Ontario 
Government under the most trying 
weather coucitions. 

The doctor, after attending the patient, 
who is still in a serious condition, re- 
turned with the pilot, who will imme- 
diately make another flight to bring the 
missionary to hospital here. The aero- 
plane is capable of carrying only two 
passengers.

Later in the same debate Deputy Cooney 
said that the Executive Council had im- 
prisoned men who had torn dewn the 
Union Jack®which was not the flag of this 
country.

This statement was challenged by Mr. 
Hugo Flinn, who asked the President if 
he had legal proof for his statements. 
Amidst heated exchanges between the 
Deputy and the President the di,ision bell 
rang, and the second stage of the bill was

*'The expression ‘Saint Patrick's Day’ 

does not include a Saint Patrick’s Day 
which falls.-on a Sunday,’’ 
go that on 17th March of this vear there 
will be normal Sabbath day facilities for 
drowning the shamrock, 

That the work-a-day citizen may not 
be cheated of a holiday, the Government, 
however, under. the Bank Helidays Act 
of 1903, has decided to proclaim Monday 
a national and bank holiday. 

This decision has created some un- 
certainty amongst publicans as to whether 
they will be required to observe it as a 
closed dav. 

From the Ministry of Justice yesterday 
it was learned that the Government s 
proclamation docs not in any way restrict 
or affect the hours of licensed trading on 
that day.

MEXICAN WAR, 
DISAFFECTION AMONG THE 
REBELS.

While the main army of the Mexican 
insurgents centred in Torreon 1s engaged 
in outpost fighting with Federal columns, 
moving westward from Saltillo (Coahuila) 
and northward along the railway from 
Canitas, in Zacetecas, and another force 
of insurgents is falling back on Durango 
before the left wing of the Federal army, 
serious trouble has come upon them far to 
their rear along the United States border. 

The disaftection among the rebels is 
widespread, and Federal agents have been 
working with much apparent success to 
increase the dissension. If circumstantial 
reports from ‘Nogales (Sonora) can he 
credited, General Manzo, who had been in 
charge of the movement down the West 
coast towards Mazatlan, and who latterly 
has commanded troops in Northern Sonora, 
is about to desert the rebel cause. If that 
happens it will be the most formidable 
blow struck at the revolution since the 
Federal armies extinguished the uprising 
in Vera Cruz. , 


FOOTMARK BETRAYAL.

BEDOUIN BRIGAND 
CAPTURED. 
FROM VPeEvUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Thursday. 

A bandit leader who was given away 
by his footmarks*is now reposing under 
Jock and key here. It was only by sheer 
good fortune that he was caught, because 
the camelry of the Frontier District 
Corps, which had been looking for his 
band ever since the beginning of the 
year, had given up the search in conse- 
quence of rain having washed the tracks 
away. . 

The arrested.man, however, is only one 
of the ringleaders; another, who goes by 
the name of “ Skin of the Devil,’’ is still 
at large. Late last December complaints 
were received that a well-armed band of 
marauding Bedouins had attempted one 
or two “ hold-ups,”’ and that they had 
even tried ‘to steal stores from a survey 
camp on the Suez road, firing on the 
occupants. Next day the camelry caught 
up with the band, but, after a running 
fight, the bandits managed to elude the 
troops. 

Nothing more was heard of them for 
two months. during which time the 
Bedouins appear to have lain low, but a 
few days ago a party of camelry were 
patrolling the Sinai district when . they 
‘“ spotted ’’ a solitary figure about twenty 
miles from. the Suez Canal. mounted on a 
camel, and trekking towards Palestine. 

In answer to their hail the man dis- 
mounted, took. cover behind a rock, and 
began to fire on the camelry. who 
returned the fire, and, closing in on the 
marksman, captured him. He produced 
a permit, signed by an authorised Sheikh 
in the Canal district allowing him 
passage of the Sinai desert, as a seem- 
ingly respactable person, but he could not 
show any authority for carrying a rifle. 

Suspecting his identity, the camelry 
brought him to Cairo, where he was made 
to walk along the Suez road close to the 
place where the ‘‘ hold-ups ” took place. 
Police trackers then went over the ground 
and picked out his footmarks as those of 
a notorious brigand, wanted for numerous 
crimes. 

Further evidence was afforded by a 
missing finger, and it is considered there 
is little doubt that he is one of the two 
bandit ringleaders.

A STUDENT'S CONFESSION. 
From Recren’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

Adolphe Steffen, the .youny student who 
has been detained at Epernay in con- 
nection with the death from bullet 
wounds on Tuesday last, of Perrin, the 
guard of the non-stop express train from 
Paris to Epernas, is alleged to have con- 
fessed that he committed the crime. 

The murder was revealed only when 
the express arrived at Epernay on Tues- 
day evening, with the guard dead in his 
van, and four bullet wounds in his body. 
It is stated that in his confession Steffen 
said that he murdered the guard for tite 
purpose of robbery, but that the train 
slowed down just after he had committed 
the crime, and that, fearing that the 
shots had been leard, he hurriedly left 
the van empty-handed. 

Steffen, who is a Belyian, explained 
that he was virtually without money in 
Paris. Determined to obtain some cash 
at any cost, he spent his last francs on a 
revolver, reserving sufficient money to take 
a ticket to Evernay. Giving further 
details of what happened, Steffen said 
that during ths journey he pushed open 
the door of the guard’s van, and when the 
guard, hearing a noise, turned iound, he 
fired six shots at him. The guard fell, 
and Steffen then took the pocket-book 
which was lying en the table, <1.d beat a 
hurried retreat, after emptying the pocket- 
book and throwing it and the revolver out 
of the window. ‘‘ The whole affair lasted 
only a few minutes,’’ he explained. 

Steffen at first denied that he had any- 
thing to do with the man’s death. He 
wis detained as a vagrant when he 
endeavoured to return to Paris a few 
hours after his arrival at Epernay. He 
told his interrogators that he went to 
Epernay, the city of champagne, for a 
drink of good beer, and he explained that 
certain blood-spots on his handkerchief 
and on his pocket were due to his nose 
having bled. He added that he had left 
two bags in the cloakroom of the Gare 
de l’Est. When these were examined this 
morning they proved to contain a carton 
which contained nineteen cartridges. out 
of a total number of twenty-five, a 
knuckle-duster, and illustrated papers 
relating to crime stories. 

The cartridges, it is stafed, were of the 
same calibre as those with which the 
guard was killed. 

A revolver has been found on the rail- 
way line near Chateau Thierry.

The results obtained by artificial light 
treatment of bodily disorders are conflict 
ing, according to the report issued last 
night by the Committee of the Pri 
Council for Medical Research, of whi 
the Earl of Balfour is President. 
‘* Prolonged research,” the report says, 
“gives no scientific reason at all to sup 
pose that the treatment of rickets or the 
supply of Vitamin D to the body for any 
other purpose is better effected by ultrs 
violet rays falling on the skin than by 
the direct provision of the necessary food 
values. 

WASTEFUL. 
“The use of artificial light to suppl: 
only what the right food can give ie 
merely wasteful. It commonly costs three? 
or four shillings to give by light an effec. 
tive supply of Vitamin D that would cost 
less than a penny if given by the mouth 
in che form of cod liver oi! or otherwise.’ 
The report describes the results of a 
scientifically-controlled trial of the effects 
of light upon children at school as 
follows :— 
“ When conditions between the children 
with and without  treatmen 
equalised, the results of the light were 
wholly negative. It gave no gain wr 
weight, height or observed mentality or 
spirits, and the incidence of minor ail- 
ments, such as colds; was actually higher 
among those receiving the light.” 


MUSTARD PLASTER CHEAPER. 
The Council states that light “ does 
cause an increase in the power of the 
blood corpuscles, ise tested in shed blood, 
to dispose of bacteria, but this increased 
bastericidal power of the blood, as shown 
in the laboratory,. has not yet been 
correlated with any permanent efiects of 
valne in the body. 

“There is no present’ reason to know 
that artificial light eam do more in this 
way than a mustard plaster, which is 
infinitely cheaper. 


NATURAL SUNLIGHT. 
“On the other hand, the Committee 
have found no reason for weakened con- 
fid: :e in the claims made by a number 
of distinguished clinical observers ior the 
value of carefully regulated exposure of 
patients to natural sunlight, especially 
in such conditions as surgical tuber- 
culosis.

INCOME TAX 
SURPLUS. 


EXCEEDS ESTIMATES 
IN AMERICA. 


From Revrer’s Corresronpent. 
WiSHINGTON, Thursday. 

Income tax is pourtng into the Treasury 
vaults from all sections of the country, 
exceeding the estimates made by Treasury 
officials. 

Mr. Mellon, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, said he felt that not only would 
there be no deficit for the fiscal year 1929, 
but there would be a comfortable surplus. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has also 
advised American investors to buy bonds, 
the prices of which are low, and the 
interest rates of which are high. 

He has expressed the opinion that, 
while good stock investments are available, 
the prices of some stocks are far too high. 

President Hoover has issued an FExecu- 
tive order directing the publication of 
income tax refunds of more than 20,000 
dollars, together with the facts, the 
statutory authorities, and the department 
rules under which the refund is made. 

It is so unusual for orders regarding 
tax-collecting to come from the White 
House that it is believed that the Presi- 
dent himself has taken. the step to put an 
end to criticism, which has arisen in the 
past in connection with the refund of 
taxes to powerful corporations. 

Mr. Mellon has always opposed pub- 
licity in regard to these facts, and he 
evidently has wished the President to 
assume responsibility for the order.

Mr. M. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Posts and Tele- 
Kraphs, said that, the restrictions of postal 
deliveries in rural districts would be brought 
into operation from the Ist proximo, and that 
these had been decided upon owing to the 
necessity of securing at once a material re 
duction in expenditure. The intention was 
that ail rural posts, except those serving 
post offices, should be restricted in future to 
three days a week. In deciding tha: 
frequency should be thus restricted, 
the Department was influenced by 
the vonsideration that the rural 
Services were a source of serious loss, and 
that, if the necessary economy was to be 
secured, they could not possibly be continued 
on the scale hitherto in force. 

The decision to restrict the deliveries had 
been arrived at with much reluctance, and 
only hecause of the compelling need for the 
curtailment of expenditure. It was recog- 
vised that some inconvenience might be 
caused ‘in individual cases, but he was satis- 
fied that trade or business activities would 
not be materially hampered, particularly as 
on non-post days. Correspondence might be 
vbtained free of charge on calling at post 
offices. Apart from posts serving sub-post 
otlices, and, perhaps, a few cases where, on 
account of difficulty in making alternative 
provision for full time staff, the existing 
services might have to be continued for a 
lime, the restrictions would be general, and 
it would not be possible to make exceptions. 

DISEMPLOYED OFFICIALS. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. 
HEFFERNAN said that, with regard to the 
temporary Post Oftice officiais whose services 
would not be required, it was their inten- 
tion to cause the least possible hardship in 
any particular case. The amount of money 
approximately that would be saved by the 
order, it was estimated, would not be less 
than £40,000.

RODMEN CHARGED 
TRESPASS. 

At the: Enniscorthy District Court yesier- 
day, Lefore District Justice Fahy, the Misses 
Helen H. and Anna 5. Burgess, daughters 
cf the Right Hon. H. G. Burgess, Eglinton 
House, Kingstown, summoned Christopher 
O'Toole, painter and decorator; Michael 
()'Toole, James Ryan and Patrick Roche, 
hotel boots, all of Enniscorthy, for trespass 
on a salmon fishery on the River Slaney, 
at Enniscorthy. | 

‘Tbe defendants were fined 10s. each on 
giving an undertaking not to trespass again. 
Mr. Burgess said that he merely wanted 
to assert his rights as lessee of the fishery, 
and asked that the fines’ warrants should be 
suspended as long as the defendants kept the 
undertaking. 

The Justice assented to this course. 


THE FISHERY RIGHTS. 

Mr. Burgess, in his evidence, said that he 
leased the fishery rights on the Slaney for 
three miles above Enniscorthy from the 
Countess of Portsmouth. For some years 
he had permitted the defendants and others 
to fish a part of the river. This year he 
thought that too many were fishing, and, as 
this part of the water is the key to the 
salmon fishing on the whole river, he decided 
to protect the interests of anglers who had 
fisheries along it by regulating the number 
of men, such as the defendants, who would 
be allowed to fish. When the defendants 
approached him for permission to fish a few 
days before the season opened, on February 
26th, he explained to them that his new 
lease of last year was very exacting, that it 
obliged him to ensure that the river was not 
over-fished, and that ‘‘ waichers’’ would be 
ere to protect the fishing; that he had 
to make a return of fish caught, and to spend

a in amount of money to develop the 
— every year. 

Under the circumstances, he could not give 
permission to anyone to fish for the season, 
but, as he was anxious not to deprive 
the applicants entirely of the sport, he 
was willing to give permission for an occa- 
sional days fishing at ld. a day.

He added that he paid a high rent for the 
lease. 

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

In cross-examination by Mr. J. R. Brennan, 
solicitor for the defendants, Mr. Burgess said 
that he did not know there was any difficulty 
with the men in 1922, nor that the matter 
had been settled by the late Genera! Michael 
Collins and Mr. King, Fishery Inspector, at a 
meeting in the City Hall, Dublin. The 
witness was busy in Dublin and in London 
during the “‘war,” and did not know of any 
settlement, except that a post was driven in 
the river to mark a spot beyond which 
the defendants could fish by permis- 
sion of the lessees. The permission 
was granted on payment of a nominal 
sum. The witness thought that 
ten or eleven rodmen fishing along a one-mile 
stretch constantly would seriously injure the 
river. 3

IN MINISTRY'S EMPLOYMENT, 


SAYS DEPUTY. 


Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY Wm(Minister 
for Justice) said that disciplinary action 
was taken against the police where necessary. 
Several Guards had been dismissed. Where 
there were trifling cases of assault, after 
provocation, the authorities did not consider 
dismissal was necessary. In the Waterford 
affair both an ordinary and a special inquiry 
were held, but it was not considered that 
dismissals were necessary. 

That brought him to the'terrible statement 
of Deputy Lemass: that, as a result of the 
Waterford inquiry, one officer was dismissed, 
and that following close upon that the 
Minister for Justice, Mr. Kevin O’Higzgins, 
was murdered by the Guards. That was a 
terrible statement to make. 


Mr. LEMASS—tThe Minister has misquoted 
me. 
FITZGERALD-KENNEY—Did

‘deputy not state that Mr. O’Higgins was 
murdered by the Guards ? 

Mr. LEMASS—If I knew that, I would

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY — Let us 
know where we stand—TI like a frank, open 
statement.

MR, DE VALERA'S DEGRADATION, 

Mr. FIT7GERALD-RKENNEY—We hearra 
the statements of Mr. de Valera and Mr. 
Boland that the Guards weve associated wi''i 
this vile murder. There is no contradiction 
there at all events. — Mr. de Valera stan:!s 
his ground on this occasion. 

Mr, BOLAND—He has always done so. 

Mr. FITZGFRALD-KENNEY—Well, hei 
is this charge from Mr, de Valera, and backed 
up by Mr. Boland, that the late Minister for 
Justice was murdered by members of the 
Guards. .I have heard in this House again 
and again groundless charges made against 
the Guards; but I did not think that an 
deputy in this House—without the slightes 
shadow of evidence, without the possi!nlity 
of producing one scintilla of evidence—would 
degrade himself to the position to which 
Deputies de Valera and: Boland degraded 
themselves to-day. (Applause.) 

Mr. LEMASS — Why are charges made 
against Republicans, I want to know? 

“ Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY —I say that 
the persons here who, without the slightest 
evidence or suspicion, bring charges against 
a force like the Civic Guards, are persons 
who are not fit to black the boots of the 
youngest recruit in the Guards, (Hear, 


hear. 

Mr. LEMASS—Many of them are well. 
known murderers. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—tThe De- 
puty might know about it. ' 

THE CHIEF MURDERER. 

Mr. BOLAND—Too much cause he has— 
to our bitter cost, You have the chief mur- 
derer in this country in your employment. 
and you can have his name if you want it 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY went on 
to say that the murderers of Mr. O'Higgins 
had not been found, because no conclusive 
proof could be got to bring into Court. There 
was a certaén association or organisation in 
existence, and he believed it was the same 
association which murdered Mr. Armstrong and 
attempted to murder Mr. White. They were 
able to get away by means, he presumed, of 
relays of cars and other means, and it was 
very hard to get convictions jn such cases. 

He spoke deliberately, however, when 
he said that he had not abandoned hope 
that the murderers of Kevin O'Higgins 
would yet expiate the crime on the 
scaffold. 

Deputy Lemass did not apparently want to 
prevent crime, for he objected to arrests and 
to the questioning of suspected persons. 

Mr. LEMASS—Why are they not charged? 


RECENT CRIMES. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY — Because 
there is a great difference between knowledge 
and legal proof. To be suspected by a detec- 
tive, he added, was very good reason why a 
person should’ be _ searched, Deputy 
Lemass said the searches were carried 
out because a_ by-election was to 
take —place. Was there an election 
going on when the attempt was made to 
murder Mr. White, and was there a by- 
election when young Mr. Armstrong was 
murdered? The arrests followed fast on the 
attempted murder and murder, and when 
the election was over cxactly the same steps 
would be taken to prevent crimes of the kind 
he had alluded to. Crime had been de 
nounced that day from the Opposition 
benches, but again and again they had 
allowed crime to pass undenounced. If Fianna 
Fail had denounced these murders, they 
would not be regarded as potential sources of 
strength to the persons engaged in them. 


CONSPIRACY DWINDLING. 

This was not a widespread conspiracy; it 
had not a tremendous number of 
men in it, and it was losing ground 
day by day. The members of it were 
already losing heart. It was a conspiracy, 
the members of which knew that every single 
person who valued the fair name of the 
country’ was against them. The only en- 
couragement they received was from speeches 
such as that delivered by Deputies Lemass 
and de Valera. 

Mr. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) said that 
at no time had he stood over murder, and 
he was prepared to denounce the murder of 
jurors or witnesses as soon as any member 
of the House was He complained of the 
failure of the Minister for Justice to answer 
the questions which had been put to him 
hy the members of that bench concerning the 
members of the C.I.D., some of whom had 
been associzied with some of the most 
shocking murders of 1922 and 1923. 
If that were information for the Minister, 
he must have been living with his head in the 
sands, and would not believe that the gentle- 
men who were involved in the Waterford 
murder—— 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY—What 
the deputy call the Waterford murder? 

THE WATERFORD CASE. 

Mr. BOLAND—I mean the Waterford “ beat 
up’’—the Waterford beatings. Continuing, 
he said that, though the late Minister for 
Justice ordered an investigation into the 
matter, he did not believe that an investiga- 
tion was held. These men were never inter- 
rogated in the way that the people on his 
side had been, with the muzzles of revolvers 
stuck into their lips. It had been pointed 
out before that some of these CID. men 
were deliberately stirring up strife in the 
country, and yet nothing had been done in 
the matter of clearing them out. ‘There “was 
no necessity for that type of detective officer 
in the country. 

“ OUTRAGE" ON A PRISONER, 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said that there 
was existing among the C.1.D. force a very 
definite conspiracy to drive certain young

The 
Minister had made no attempt to explain how 
the document referred to by Deputy Lemass 
got into the hands of the C.I.D. officer 
and then into the poseession of the election 
agents, He called the attention of the Minis- 
ter to the inquest held on the late Mr. Arm- 
strong, and complained that the name of a 
member of his party had been mentioned in 
the proceedings without an opportunity being 
given to that member to attend the inquest.

REPLY BY PRESIDENT 
COSGRAVE. 
& 

WHY HE MADE THE SPEECH 
IN THE ROTUNDA. 
President COSGRAVE, in concluding the 
debate, said that, in reference to his recent 
address, he had to make up his mind where 
such weighty words had to be uttered, and 
he had in mind the circumstances imme- 
diately surrounding the whole train of events 
with which he had to deal. On February the 
22nd Deputy Sean T. O'Kelly, in the Dail, 
said that the Executive.Counci]l had so many 
political prisoners in. jail for shadowy poli- 
tical offences. Later Deputy Cooney said 
that the Executive Council had imprisoned a 
man who tore down the Union Jack, 
which was not the flag of the 
country. Just about the time that 
these two siatements were made Mr. Arm- 

strong was shot down. 

In the circumstances he (the President) had 
to make up his mind as to where to make 
‘he statement which was essential to be made. 
As the law stood, the Dail and Senate were 
responsible for maintaining Jaw and order. 
There was no class of offence ear-marked as 
pohtical. Things done were either lawful or 
unjawful, and as such it was the duty of 
those responsibie for the administration of 
law to see that the Jaw was obeved. There 
was no law entitling any person to enter into 
another person's house and take down any 
moperty there. There had been no law intro- 
duced which would give the right to any 
individual to take down the flag of anv other 
country or any property in another person's 
house 


THE FLAG INCIDENT. 

It would be a poor and miserable ad- 
ministration of law if one countenanced or 
condoned action such as that, which, by 
reason of certain people calling it “ political,” 
it was not to be dealt with according to law. 
If there was the desire that such action 
should not be liable to prosecution, then let 
them regularise the business and introduce a 
law entitling anybody and everybody to go 
into houses and take down any emblem to 
which they took exception, They could not 
give the right to one person to take down 
property and deny it to another. No one had 
more respect for the House than he had, but 
there was a higher court, and that was an 
appeal to the people. 

rom the speeches he heard there that dav 
he was satisfied there was a certain political 
juvenility about the people who made them. 
There were such statements as the 
continuance of the Republic. The 1918 
election, in his view, was on the 
issue of going to the Peace Conference with 
Ireland’s case. Then people decided to 
establish a Republican form of Government, 
but at a later election the people gave sanc- 
tion to the ratification. of a Treaty. Had 
the people a right to do that? He had 
only stood for carrying out the people’s wish 
at any time. He claimed no higher right, 
and the right of the people to decide, if 
they so wished, to revert to the condition of 
affairs which existed in 1913; or, alternately, 
to say that the Treaty was unsatisfactory, 
and permit other people to seek a different 
sort of accommodation. 

There was a constitutional method of doing 
that, and there ought to be sufficient 
common-sense in the various parties to sub- 
scribe to that. But they did not do the 
country credit by condoning or admitting 
that the last man in any extreme party had 
the right to dictate policy. He stood against 
that, and would always do so 

MEETING FORCE WITH FORCE. 

They had been charged with meeting force 
with force. What other means were there fo 
deal with it? The charge had also been 
made that the present Government had been 
nothing but a British Government. Did ever 
anyone listen to such rameis? 

There was no authority exercised or laws 
made except in the name of the people who 
elected them. It was no great pleasure, nor 
would it be to their successors, to discharge 
that duty, but if they were to have ordered 
conditions there was no other way in that or 
any country than by governing through the 
majority of the people. ‘the people might 
— mistakes, but that was their preroga- 
ive, 

He disagreed with Deputy O'Connell in 
Stating that he never stood for tests. 
If the deputy said that he stood for 
alteration of the Treaty bv regular means, 
then he could understand the matter. 

Mr. OCONNELL—That is what I meant. 

President COSGRAVE—Very well, then, 
We are in agreement, and, continuing, he 
Said that it was a matter of infinite pain 
to have to make those statements, but they 
were necessary in the public interest. The 
public mind could very easily be misled in 
matters of this kind, but he thought that 
every decent person who had any patriotic 
instinct at all would stand for the jury 
system, and would stand against any jnter- 
lerence with jurors—(hear, hear)—and would 
stand for the carrying out of the law. 

THE ARRESTS. 

Some play had been made with the arrests 
made recently in Dublin, but not a single 
one of those arrested had died. All the 
‘repressive legislation,” as it was called, that 
had been introduced there had a cause, in 
vespec’ of its introduction, to deal with some 
special situation, Three or four years ago 
several members of the Garda Siochana were 
shot, and when an incident of that kind 
occurred there was naturally resentment on 
the part of any person in authority, and 
there was natural resentment in the force 
itself. Yet in all the charges made against

SUBTERRANEAN CONSPIRACY. 

There is no getting away from it,” he 
continued, “we are dealing with a sub- 
lerranean conspiracy here, which employs 
extraordinary means to further its ends.

RED FLAG AT EVICTION

At Casilepollard District Court, befowe 
Acting District Justice McCarthy, Thomas 
helly, Bellistown, Delvin, County Westmeath, 
a Fenian of the '67 period, was charged hy 
the Attorney-General with assaulting the 
Guards and using a pike and hatchet, when 
being evicted from his cottage. The cout 
was packed. 

An unusual feature of the case was the 
production in court of a pike ten fect in 
length. 

The facts of the case were briefly stated 
by Superintendent Doyle, who said tha 
Sheriff, anticipating trouble, called on Civic 
Guards for protection, and they accom- 
panied him to the house of defendant. 
where, on their arrival, they saw that a red 
flag was flying from a window and that all 
the windows and doors were barricaded. The 
Guards, looking through a window, saw that 
Kelly had a pike in his hand. 

The Sheriff summoned additional police 
from Delvin, the door was burst in with a 
crowbar, and a sergeant rushed in and was 
met by Kelly, who lunged at him with the 
pike. The sergeant parried the thrust and 
Kelly then took up a hatchet and attempted 
to strike one of the Guards, but the attack 
was frustrated and he was overpowered. 

When police evidence had heen given 
in support of Superintendent Doyle's 
statement, defendant rose and, standing 
erect, said determinedly: ‘‘I] do not 
acknowledge the jurisdiction of this Court. 
It is not for non-payment of rent IT am 
evivted. I never owed any rent. My cottage 
is paid for. I want to clear my character.”

The ques: i: arises in connection with the 
attempt being made to put through the 
Senate a measure to repeal, or postpone, the 
efiective date of the law providing that, 
beginning July Ist next, the number of 
immigrants from European countries admitted 
shall be in proportion to the national origins 
of the American people in 1920. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT, 

The number of immigrants from each 
European country now admitted is 2 per cent. 
of its natives in the United states in 1890. 
The change decreed by Congress to go into 
effect in 1927, but twice postponed, takes into 
account not only the origins of foreign-born 
here in 1890, but the origins of all native, 
as well as foreign-born, here in 1920, 

The effect will be to admit more from those 
countries which contributed to Colonial stock 
and the early nincteenth century immigration, 
and fewer from the countries represented by 
the later immigration. 

The British quota will be doubled, the 
German cut nearly in half, aud the Irish 
and Scandinavian reduced more than one-half. 
The experts who analysed the national 
ovigias of the American people in 1920 found 
them

English, Scotch, Welsh and Northern 
lrish ; 

16 per cent. 

11 per cent. 

4 per cent.

2 per cent,

to mention the principal strains. These are 
the percentages of those nationalities to be 
admitted henceforth under the national 
origins plan, instead of the 21 per cent. 
British, 17 per cent. Irish. 6 per cent. 
Swedish, 4 per cent. Norwegian, under the 
present law. 

The change will tend to ‘protect the oviginal 
British stock of the American people from 
further dilution. 

SENATORS’ ENGLISH BLOOD. 

The national origins of the United States 
senators are 62 per cent. British, fiftv-nine 
senators being of predominantly British 
lineage. Of the ninety-five senators—there 
being one vacancy—eightly-seven have at 
least some Britsih blood in their veins. The 
English strain is foremost, appearing in the 
lineage of sixty-six senators.

OFFICTIAL’S REPORT.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CARRICR*ON-SHANNON, Thursday. 
When the Leitrim County Board of, Health 

met to-day, Mr. J. J. Mahon, Superintendent 
Home Assistance Officer, submitted reports on 
the investigation that he had made in regard 
to the two orphanage schoolboys. The boy, 
Patrick Maher, who died on his way to 
hospital here, was for four years employed 
with Patrick Harrahan, Aughadruminskin, 
Carrigallen, at 10s. per month. He came to 
Harrahan, who had a wife and six children, 
and lived on a farm of nineteen acres, from 
Buckley Hall Orphanage, Rochdale, England. 
The boy was originally born at Dungarvan, 
Waterford, where his mother lived, and the 
father was a sailor. The mother died, and 
the boy was sent to the father in England. 

Mr. Hanrahan, who paid the doctor’s bill, 
adds that he had no plot in which to bury 
the boy, hence his leaving the burial to the 
cost of the rates and in the old workhouse 
grounds at Carrick-on-Shannon. 

Malachy Charles, aged sixteen vears, came 
to Matthew Kennedy, of Aghawillan, Carng- 
ullen, at 2s. 6d. weekly, with clothing and 
maintenance. in January, 1928, from the 
Nazareth Lodge for Boys at Belfast. The 
hoy stayed with him up to the following 
September, when he left and worked with 
others. He returned to Mr. Kennedy on 
December 8, and remained with him until 
removed to hospital. 

THE DISCUSSION, 

During the discussion on the report Mr. 
McGrath advocated that there should be 
proper supervision over these boys. He con- 
sidered the wages of 2s. 6d. madequate, and 
they should not be cast as a charge on the 
rates. 

Mr. Heslin—I know a lot of them who are 
not looked after, but there are others who 
have good homes. The boys, when they 
come first, are not able to work, and they 
are no good for two years. 

Rá lynn—They should not be taken in at 
all. ' 

Mr. McGrath—There should be some one to 
lock after them and not cast them as a charge 
on the rates. 

Mr. Heslin-—Do you mean to say that when 
they get sick and die that the man with 
whom they are hired should pay ? 

Mr, McGrath—Yes. 

Vir, Mooney—Quite right. 

Mr. Mc(iuinness said that the boys should 
be supervised. Some of them are treated 
weil; they come to this country and know 
nothing about farming. From what he knew 
and saw of them they were not reliable or 
trustworthy, and the country would he as 
wel! off without them. The whole matter was 
a question for the Government to deal with. 
Th: boys were not worth much more than 
2s. 6d. until trained, but then when they came 
of age they should be well treated. 

A DISGRACE. 

Ar. McMorrow—It was a disgrace to hav: 
a boy working for 2s. 6d. per week. 

It was decided to ask the Free State Local 
(;overnment Department to set up a District 
Hospital at Mohill. so that they would not 
have to bring them a distance of fifty miles 
to the nearest hospital. 

Mr. Mahon said that in al! these cases 
there should be a contract, and one of the 
clauses should provide for burial in case of 
death,

BROKEN GLASS IN PRISON | 
CELL 


COURT SEQUEL TO BRIDE- 
WELL INCIDENT. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

With a shock of black hair and attired in | 
a grey sports suit, with black tie, a young 
man stepped lightly into the dock and smiled | 
at the Justice. | 

His name was given as Charles Gilmore, 
an accountant, with an address at Kilakee. 
Rathfarnham, and he was charged by Guard | 
219 B with breaking a pane of glass. valued 
at 2s. in the fanlight of a cell in the Bride- 
well in which he was confined on the previous 
evening. : 

The Guard deposed that he was on duty 
in the Bridewell between six and seven the 
previous evening, and heard a crash of glass 
in the fanlight where the accused man was | 
confined alone. Witness at once entered the 
cell, and found the accused man there with 
one of the fingers of his right hand cut and | 
bleeding. Prior to that witness had been in 
the cell, and the defendant then said: “ If 
am not let out or charged in ten minutes ] 
will smash a pane of glass. ' 

The accused man—The Guard is speaking 
quite correctly as far as he goes. 

The Guard, proceeding, said that he ean- 
tioned Gilmore, and when he charged him he 
made no statement. 

The accused man—The 
Guard is not complete. 

The Justice—You can ask him questions. 

Gilmore (to the Guard)—Did I not say 
when you were with me ten minutes before 
that if 1 were not let out or charged with 
something or put with the other uncharged 
prisoners in ten minutes I would break a 
pane of glass?—You did. 

Did I say that I would smash the glass so 
that I would be charged with it, and then 
find out what I was confined for? — Yes, 

The Bridewell District Sergeant gave evi- 
dence of the value of the glass, and said that 
2s. would cover it. 

The accused man—There is a number of 
men in detention in the Bridewell without 
any charge being put against them, and J 
say that they are being illegally detained. 
he Justice—I have nothing to do with 
that. I am only dealing with the charge be- 
fore me and I convict vou and fine you 5s. 
and order you to pay 10s, compensation. 

Defendant—You know very well that | 
will not pay the fine. 

The Justice—I will give vou seven davs to 
pay it. 
Defendant—But I may be kept in the 
Bridewell for seven days or more. 

The Justice—J am giving you time. 
Defendant—I do not want time; all I wai: 
is a few fields to get across. 
The Justice—] do not see 
got to do with the matter 
Defendant—Will you tell 
confined for? 

The Justice—I cannot, and if I could and 
did there would be a terrible row. | 
Defendant (smiling)—You have fined me. | 
and given me time to pay if Í want to.. What | 
happens vow ? 

The Justice—You are discharged, and car 
leave the Court. 

Gilmore (with a shrug)—I suppose 1 will 
get just outside the door before they have me | 
again.
